Thar 
Garnet faid , hee knew ſome; who betore the 
Bullcame,went not to Church, itmay be true 
perhaps in ſome one or two peruerted & per« 
verſe men like himſelte , Bur whereas hepro+ 
duced the Councell of Trent;-4s it thete:the 
matter had bene determined}, and thereu 
inferreth, that after 'thar all Romiſh Cab. 
licks refuſed to meete with vs-at Church in

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time of prayer , it isa grolle error: for the laſt 
Sefsion to that Councell was in the yeere of 
our Lord 156. whuch was inthe fatt yecre of 
Quecne Elizabeth,whereas I ſhewed,and am 
able to wuſtifie and proue, That th :ir Romiſh 
Engliſh Catholicks came to our Seruice in 
our Churches vntill the xix. yeere of her Ma.

anſwereof his , that he knew of the Powde 
Treaſon by Contfeſsion, it is true which bs 
fore was ſpoken, that ſuch Ades as this, 
Non laudantur niſi pera4-, are then oneh 
commended, when they are pertormed : but 
otherwiſe, firſt, Greenwels was no Sacramet 
tall conte{sion,for that the Confitent was ugt 
penitent : nay himſelte hath clearely dels 
red yndef his hand, That the Powder Tre# 
ſon wastold him not as a fault, but by wayd 
conſulration and aduiſe. 2. It was a future 
thing to,be done , and not already thenex> 
cuted. 3. Greenwell told itnot of hinſele

tor Thomas Wiater, then for Kit Wright,af- 
terthatfor Guy Fawkes, then tor fir Edward 
Bainham , and afterwards foy Catesby tora 
Regiment of horſe ;;and that Garnet wasfot 
the Infants, and by his Breues intended to 
keepe out the King,except heſhouldtollerate 
and ſweare to maintaine the RomiſhReligj 
on. Then M. Atturney ſpake ot che an 
cution betwixt Garnet and Hall,;and faid,that 
in allcheir ſpeeches they neuer named God, 
nor confe(led their mnocencie:But aſſooness 
they ſpake together, Hall fpake firſt,and then 
Garnet faid, hee ſuſpected one , whole name

you

Y ou con 
feſſe priuitie to a praiſe, bur not for an Army:

leprous (pors of former Treafons, were determi- 
ned to begin vpon another ſtocke, 8& rerurne as a 
dog to the vomit: (though waſhing can auaile no

(which-ticle dozth imply faluation , and aot d2+ 
ftrution , nay, the Superiour of Engliſh Teſuits) 
vpon thus raſh demaund, ſhould hau?z reſorred for 
a ſafe reſolution to Go1s own: Booke, where he

Tant4he animu cwleſtibus ire? O Me. Garnet, be 
not offended though I aske of you , as aworthy 
Empe- 
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Emperour did once of a Traitor ina caſe by ma- 
oy you interior to this, Quid facit in pefore hy. 
men /upt feritar, Canis rabies,ſerpentis venennm? Ru 
that which ought moſt ro torture and affli& the 
ſpicic (if you be the childe of him, whoſe name 
and badge you bare ) is, that yourdoftrine was 
confidently dehiuered , and ſo ſpcedily digeſted, 
and-conuerted ro nutriment from ſuch a mouth 
4/yours, confiderring that ( according ro the 
Prophet, ) knowledge thould depend vpon the 
bppes ofthe Prieſt,as Rookwood, Bates and others, 
thar did ſhrinke at the horror of the prote&t when 
it was firſt layd downe, receiued fansfaltion vp- 
onthe very ſound of your aſſent, though masked 
with the title of a man as graue and learned, as a- 
ny in the land. And Catesby doubting of the 
ticklceneſſe of mens aftetions , in cafes To COn- 
cerne the ſoule,vſed your admittance as acharme 
or ſpell, to keepe quicke ſpirits within the circle 
af combined' faith , which otherwiſe perhaps 
when hell brake looſe, would haue ſoughrliber- 
ve. Your Cuarter onely ( whereupon I beſcech 
you for your owne ſoules health, to meditate for 
the time you tary 1n this world ) was the baſe 
whereon ſome grounded their bad conſcience in 
proceeding with this plot', nor onely to the de- 
ſtrution of therr bodies , bur to the perill of their 
foules without found & true repentance, Which 
by che merit of Chriftes paſion, will ſetue in qus- 
eunque hors peccator muzemwerit.

cary torches at the ſolemnitic. Burwhat1s your 
Jr So to this employment of Guy Fawkes ? For- 
footh that your purpoſe was oncly, tocommend 
him as a Souldiour, but not as a Confpirator. O 
valucky Treaſon,that comes to be excuſed by fo 
pooxe 
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poore an aduocate} when Fawks himſelfe meant 
nothing lefle then to bee a Souldicr, hauing ſo 
ſtrange a part to play ſoone after in the Powder 
trainc,bur vſcd this retreat as a colous ro diſguiſe 
the ſecrer purpoſe that did onely tary time, and 
toclchew thoſe watchfull eyes., thatnearer hand 
would haye obſcrued borh his inlets, and his out- 
lets in that place more narrowly. The point is 
cleare, the confelsions are dire, the purpoſe is 

pable. All the lines of your leauell are drawne 
tothe Centre of the Powder mine. Alllerrers are 
athcr.drawen or enterhned mans Scorpions , to 
viethe word of Hieroawe; and yervnderpaine of 
ceaſurewe muſt belecue , That allthis whule you 
were in charirie, becauſe all rhis while ( which 
toricucs me to-remember ). you Were not afraid 
tocommunicate. 

But now to-weigh your anſweres that con- 
cernethe Powder plotir ſelfe, which is paramount 
n reſpe&t of the Longitude and Latitude to all 
that haue bene or ſhalcuer be; Your ſelfe cannot 
deny M. Garnet, that Greewwells ouerture as you 
fayin cofeſgon, comming after the notice which 
youtooke of Catesbyesqueſtion abour Innocents, 
Was but a fruit of your owne do&rine,an cfte of 
your owne inſtrution, and a conclufiondrawen 
Wholly our of your owne propoſitions and prin- 
ciples. Now when we prefic to know what rea- 
ſon drew you to the concealement of aproict ſo 
pernicious bath to Prince and State, withour re- 
ncaling it cither ro the King himſelte, ranguam 


preceilenti;. 
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precellenti.to vic $.Peters terme,or to his miniſters 
ſubordinate ; you ſtart. to the ſhift of Confeſsion 
fora formallhelpe, which comes too ſhort inre- 
ſpe ofCatesbyes firſt diſcoucry,which your owne 
words auerreplainly to haue wrought with you, 
I will not argue in this place what courſe a Con- 
feſſor ſhould take , or how far he oughtto ſtraine 
for the ſecuring of a Princes hfe,that otherwiſeis 
{ure ro nary, 
cible of a baſe villaine, (whoſe lite anſwers notin 
value the leaſt hairc of a Princes head,) becauſe

Crowne Impetiall 
cannot beſouldered; if it once teceiue the 
leſt cracke.: -Sinewes that are cut in finder; al 
never knit: neither is 1t poſsible that there ſhonld 
be integralis vnit.zs mm ſolutione continui. | wil thets 
 foreconclude this point withthe graue and lear 
ned indgement of Sozecmen , an ancicnt Writer'dl 
the Church Primitiue, YVniger {im accidere in Sacre 
dotwm diſsidys wt Republica motibus et turbs agitetitl 
that it happens' generally in the difſetrions'd 
Prieſts, thatthe Commonwealth it ſelfe is Naked 
with the conuulfions of conſpiracie. 4 

It is very probable, M. Garnes, that the latt

of Kings as ofrygers, Bur if ir were notyapol- 
wble (which now I finde with grief of habe for 


any one ſvarke of Loyalkic to le in an Ocemof 
immoderatc and exorbitant afteAions; fardy I 
ſhould have expeRted fromyon and'yout friends 
M.Garnet, ctte&ecs of berrer inclinatrons' toward 
lomilde & gracious a Prince, az nencr ſeatcherh 
vicers but witha ſhaking hand, and in fearching

all; hath:a more. carneſt defire, nom inuenire quod 
querit, quam innenire quod puniar. For, to ſpeake 
trueth withour flattery, ( which I abhorre asrhe 
canker of all generous and worthy mindes) haue 
not. both- you and yours recemed and enioyed 
many fauours from the King, which 1a all likeli- 
hood were not in the laſt ume to bee looked for? 
Would the late 2weere,thinkeyou, haue beſtow- 
ed honour by laying the ſword of Knighthood 
vpon the heads of ſo-many Carholkes,as the King 
hath done ſince his entrance? VWould the; Queen 
have allowed ynto all,or any of the Re cuſants that 
free kinde of acceſſeborh rocher Perſon, ortohet

The quicke ſand vpon which you plant the 
grear Arcillery of your ſentences and decrees & 
ainſtche States and perſons of all Princes thx 
mol not With your rules, I take to be that idle 
impreſsjon,rather then true ſuppoſition of a cer: 
raine kinde of prerogatiue thought to beelefthy 
our Sauiour ro his Spouſe the Chutch mm depoſina, 
for the depoling of Princes, vpon conuiftion'd 
contumacie, from their Seat of goucrnment. Fat 
as the great Philoſophets conclude the whole 
world to be compoſed'of three certaine concit: 
rent,principles,thatis, Matter, Forme,arid Prit 
tion, holding the laſt of the rhree to be rarhera 
principle of tranſmutation then ofeſtabliſhment: 
Solikewife the Schoolmen within theſelaſt ſie 
hundred yeeres,hauc dragged into the diſcipline 
anewe kinde of prination alſo beſide the matter 
(Whictvis the locke) and the forme which is the 
gouernment. And this privation hath vadoub- 
tedly meramorphoſed as. many States and Poli- 
cies 
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cies as the other hath done ſhapes -and figures , if 
cither the. complainrs of Maicſty; or the ſmart of 
ence may be accounted of 1n ouraudir. I con. 
le with the woman of Semaria , that this VV ell 
isnot onely deepe, but thar:I want the bucker, 
which from ſuch a Well may be fir ro draw : for 
eucry plummet is not for cuery ſound,nor cue

\Bur before thar I prepare my felfe ro this en- 
coliter,or that I-cnter into this narrow lilt(wher- 
inlexpet ag many aduerſarics as there bee men

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I hold my ſe: fe bound in ducry as well as drawen 
by method, to wipe away that weake cxcule 
which youmake of your difloyall hearr, in publs 
ſhing this do@riue of curbing,ſuſpending,or de- 
poſing Princes of high eſtace, vpon this ground 
oncly, thatin forreineparts you found ir neithet 
ſeuerely raxed,nor capitally puniſhed, To ler gy 
- that Maxme Which binds all ſorts of fubieds x6 
frame their actions ratherto the law of the Conys 
crey wherein they live, then wherein they wats 
det and likewiſe the great improbability of 
grofic ignorance in your ſclte,and your friends, 
as notto take notice of apoynr of Stare ſo d 
ly riutted in all che Courts of Tuftice within 
Realme; I muſt tell you further alſo, thar Pris 
ces feare not thoſe fires which are kindled infor 
rayne States, before that ſome ſparke light cithe 
vpon their neighbours houſes, or their ownep# 
laces. Idleclookers on, and franke adnenturey 
hauc not an <quiall enſe of the dan ; Wo. che 
ſhippcs and veſlels richly freighted endure atthe 
fca, either by falſepyrots, or toule weather, 
fant ſant, according to your conſiruRtion of Sank 
tas, M\ Garnet, nrommedice egent, nec metuant met 
nam, T heir cares arc very dull, and vnapt tom 
ſike,thatcannot keepe time when fortune plaics, 
and all ſorrs of Inſtrumentsare ſer in one key to 
make full. batthanic, So long docth che great 
brood Hen clocke her chickens,as ſhe takes chem 
tobe hers: butif once they flie from the prote- 
ton and fate defence of her Wings, ſheleanes

ſhot with the ſame arrowe. For many men are 
yety lack in making hue and cry after the theefe 
that ſteales their neighbours goods, whichare 
very forward to fly with the wings of an Eagle, 
when they find themſclues preſſed in their owne 

icular, Et hic {i fuerint ſentient aliter, and in 
le caſes wiſe men out of experience refort ro 
likeremedies. 

But if there be no drugs in your ſhopto purge 
that ſharpe humor, that hath bene the Has of lo 
many burning feauers, & diſtempers in this State, 
then your Dacatholicow (I may tell you plainely) 
thatir ſtriues ſo much againſt the ſtomacke of the 
King, and Wworketh vpon natnrewirh that vio- 
lence and lothſomneſle, as he docth rarherchnſe

petire, Princes cannot be too ſiifpitious, when 
theirligcs are ſought,and Subiets cannot be too

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curious When, - Statc brandles. I. xemember 
chat When leſugh.tookenatice of a fingle man that 
came from lericho , ſtanding with a {word in his 
hand ready drawen, he asked inſtantly, Noſter es, 
anaduerſariorm?Arocthouot our fide,or of our ad: 
uer{aries ? dircCting vs that are now in Commil- 
fon, as.it were by line and leaucll,in what maner 
and with what caution we ſhould examine you 
and Hall, ( ſince Greeawel/'is out of our reach,) 
for you draw not one {word ( as the other did,) 
but two at once, ( that1s, both the Spirituall and 
the Temporall againſt our Soueraigne,) and to 
enquire with all at what ime, and in what place, 
and ypon What aduantage you and your ſubot- 
ned confederats intend to wound his royall Ma: 
icſtte, 

For fnce wee finde , that to ſecure litigionis 
paſleſsions , that lic fubieQto ſurpriſe, it is yſuall 
and ordinary , cuen.among perſons meerely pri: 
uate ( {o-long as they hue 1n feare) to found the 
diſpobnons and afteftions,of their owne Jepets 
dens, followers aud tenants , vpon fuffirionoH 
falſe tricke: at adcad lift,it much more behourth 
great Princcs , (.vpos, whom whole States; and 
ucceſsions. depend) to.take; the (iuireſtholdithat 
is polsible,of their, Sybicts affeGzons and hears, 
feaſt ifrhey, ſhould chance inthe day of rriall;not 
to bcc. noſlri ſed aduer{arioram, and thereby\draw 
their [words of anorher fide, anddeceinertrecmilt 
that is repaſed in theirfaich, we might with Rachel 
Plorare fie noſtros gaianoy ſunt , and call forheipe 
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to0 late, when deſtruftion were in: the dooreof 
deſolation. 

This do&rine, MiGarret, is not drawenout of 
the fuſty veſſels, as ſome callthem, nor from the 
lees ofthe latter times which you ſuſpett : Ir ca- 
ries not the lcaſt taſte of preiudice or feſtered (uf- 
piton vpon particulars, It knew no difference 
either ot name or impuration, betweene Catho/rke 
and Preteſtant, when it was firſt ſer on broach by 
choſe Princes, States,and Dinines, which are ac- 
counted Catholikes, and ſome of them canonized 
for Saints 1n the Rubrickes of your owne Regi- 
ſer. Forproote whereof you ſhall find a Patent 
inthe Records graunted to one Waleron, for the 
ſearching of all ſhippes & vellels inward or our- 
ward bound in the Port of London, and for the

palia inſtrumenta deferebant, In the ſame Princes 
ragne, Sir (William Brien was (ent to che Tower, 
only for procuring the Popes Bull againſt cerraine

the Bulles themſclues were added preindicrall!

acquainring firſt che King or his Counſellours,

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conſtructionthat wasthen made of theſe rrauet- 
ſes, Edward the ſecond {ſent a Commitlsion, as 
appeareth by Records, to inquire of any Pro- 
celſe or Sentence brought ouer from Rome into 
this land /e inconſulto, withour his priuntic, It ap- 
pcareth agaune in the time of Edward the third,all 
the Ports were layd for interception of Bulles b 
the Kings order. To the Archbiſhop of Raven- 
na Was graunted a fate Condut@ ar his — 
into England, by King Edward the third, wi 
this proviſo, that hee ſhould onely report Santta 
Pape exhortationes, but nciiher ſend out Proceſle, 
nor giue ſentence, in Corone  Regnipreindicium, 
It was notlawfull in thoſe dayes to bring in any 
letters euther fro the Pope,or any forraine Prince, 
without imparting them firſt to theChancellour, 
or the Warden 6t the Quing, Portwum, whichin 
time of the beſt correſpondence, as it ſeemes to 
me,implies weake confidence. Edward the third 
gauc inſtruQions to cerrain noble men that were 


ro treat of a peace With France, in the preſenceof 
the Pope, to proceed with great catition , that is, . 


not 14nquam coram Tudice, ſedcoram priuata perſons, 
and notas in fieura indicy,ſedamicabiliter. When 
the Scors would hauc had all differences betweene 
both Kungdomes, referred to the conſcienceand 
diſcretion of the Pope, the Pecres of Enelandvi- 
terly refuſed to giue their aſſent,though S kings 


owne facilitic ſhould incline fo far, becauſe thar 


. King as they vouched, was not to make his an- 
{werein matters of that quality before any Iudge 
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whatſocuer, wel Eccle/iaftiro, wel Serulars, either 
Eccleftaſticall, or Secular, To bee ſhort, theſe 
ſparks of iclouſte were {o far kindled berween the 
church of Rome, & our anceſtors in former times, 
alchough they were no Latherens nor Hugenotes, 
(as our countreymen are tearmed in theſc dayes) 
but as Catholickes according to the Romane Cate- 
chiſme: that an order was ſet downe by the wiſ- 
dome of the State, that the Popes Collefor ar his 
firſt arriuall on our coaſt, ſhould (weare ſolemn- 
ly to be faichtull torhis Crowne, to attempr no- 
thing to the Kings preiudice, or in diſgrace ofthe 
lawes eſtabliſhed, to put none of the Popes orders 
in execution,to the weakening of the Kings pre- 
rogatiue : ro deltuer no coding orletters from 
the Pope,before they had bene viewed and allow- 
ed by the Councell ofthe King: to write nothing 
to the Pope from hence, without the Kings leaue: 
to deale no further in the buſinefle of Benefices 
then the Priuy Councell ſhould allow: nor with- 
out the Kings priuic Seale to depart out of,the 
kingdome. F/ 

Theſe poynts are tender , and ſuch as during 
peace,were neuer offred by the Kings of England 
tothe miniſters of any other forrein Prince, &yct 
weread of no ſuch inueCtiues or decrees againſt 
Prince and State, as in our dayesare ordinarie. 
Other Princes in like manner ſtood vpon their 
gnarcand with like circumſpeRion,as 1s cuident 

y Philip le beau the French King, who being ad- 
vertiſed of the Popes peremptory proceeding vp- 
Gp, 3 on 
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onthe commitring of a Biſhop for cuillwords 4 
gainſt himſelte , inquired of all his Pecres both 
Ecclcſaſticall and Temporall, at a publike con- 
wention how farre hee might reſt aſſured of their 
fidelitic & loyaltic notwithſtanding that decree, 
who anſwered, Vnanimo conſenſu ſe tilins tantum- 
mods eſſe beneficiarios,and that what Pope or poten- 
tate ſocuer durſtaduenrure to put out his hornes, 
or to raiſe his creaſt by oppotition to his Royal 
prerogatiue,they would liue and die with him. 
It Princes that were abſolutely Catholikes, ac- 
cording to the Romane liſt , that were direQed by 
one Canon, tuned by one wreſt, obedient to the 
voyce of one high Shepheard, and berweent 
whom and the Pope there was but cor num ot atk 
mavna, found {o wit cauſe and fo great reaſon, 
(notwithſtanding vmuon in points of confeiends, 
and orders of conformitic) to be render and ſab 
picious of their Temporall prerogariue, andro 
caſt a watchfull eye vpon the Popes encroaching 
ſteppes, in quarters that pertetned neither ro the 
Churchyard, northe Church : how much more 
icalous -onght true Subicts and ſworne ſeruants 
in our dayes to be of that Princes ſtate , who be 
1ngas the caſe ſtanderh now, ſuſteined and fed by 
another roote, dire&ed by the voice of other Pa 
ſtors,ard as carefull ro reforme, as his Anteceſſor 
ro conforme, while they ſayled by another Com 
paſſe,and ypon anorher coaſt ? And whoſornet 
will not bee inſtiu&ed by the Recordes, let him 
ſearch in the Vaultes, and the Powder-traines of 


the 
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the Parliament. - If. in the time of Henry the (e- 
cond, who touching point of confcicnce was obe- 
dientifuimus Eceleſte filius, Vinian the Popes Legate 


' was preciſely fifred and examined by the Biſhops 


of Ely and Wincheſter, (chat were of his owne pro- 
felsion, and ware the ſame badge ) by what war- 
rant he durſt preſume to land withour (peciall Li- 
cence from the King : and therefore gaue othe 
in Verbs weritatis, to doe nothing againſt the 
Kings authoritic z How much more watchfull 
and reſcrued ought this State to bee, in admut- 
ting Greenewell,Hall,and Garnet With their Buls or 
Cenfures , in Regis + Corone pr aindicium Without 
ioquiftion or ſearch,ſince their cnde is not as be- 
fore,implere menum, to fill the hand, butto reple- 
nifk the Churchyard, and co ſtirre vp all ——_ 
ted dr diſcontented men, eo thetaking of Armes 
againſt rheir lawfull and redoubced Soueraigne 
King James? Andchough the Pope ſhewing him- 
felfe (in:this pount) more moderate and diicreete 
then orherat his predeceſſors, bath notas yet cut 
offthe King formally as a withered or vatcuittull 
branch; yer to their precipitate and brainfick gid- 
dinefſe it was thought futficicut,as Guy Favx and 
others cad corfell; ,- thar:the Pope: on Maundic 
thurſday cenſures Schiſmretikes in general, (though 
themoſtindicions (among the Schoolemen) Di- 
nines and Canonills of their part, hold dereRly 
aoppoſitam, and dare not warramany conicience 
according to the rales of their owne diſctvhne) 
by thar cenſure which wee may-probably con- 
x CCI 
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ceiue to be more narratiue then ate, in reſpe: 
the procelle followes not. This record cocerning 
Henry the 2, drawes to my memory a nc_ 
of the ſame effe& ſent to a Scottiſh Legare by 
Clexander the King of Sgotland after that rime: 
Foritistrue, that Legate purpoſing to lefle eue- 
ry patiſh at foure Markes of {iluer, and cuery 
Monaſtericin that Kingdome, at twenty times 
ſo much, for the Cpaly of maintenanceto the 
Warres in the holy Lande, was commanded by 
King Alexander, intra Regni fines conſijtere , to 
ſtay vponthe border ofthe Realme, & per litera 
mandataexponere, and by letter to deliuer his ins 
ſtructions : for neither Scor/and could forbeare ot 
ſpare ſo great a ſumme as the Legate would ex- 
ate , neither ( albeit the Realme could ) yet 
his meaning was not to ſender by (o _—_ 
meſſenger as the Legate was 3 complayning tha 
he had bin robbed ofthe money gathered in for- 
raine States before, to the loſle both of his owne 
labour,and the charitics of other Catholikes, In 
concluſion, a faire offer was made of men for en 
creaſe of ſtrength, which was not the Legates 
ayme,bur of no treaſure to fill cofters, which was 
the chieteſt ende : and a thouſand Markes were 
ſent to the Pope as a mecre bencuolence,, Which 
ſealed yp the drift and purpoſe of this Ambaſsie, 
This anſwere was exceedingly commended by 
the King of England, qui idem expertus ſapiebaty 
who hauing taſted of the ſame cup,grew wile, as 
I finde by Hettoy Boetins a Romance Catholike. I 
meane 
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meane notin this place to inſert or adde the iudg- 
ment ofa Scottiſh Biſhop, that theſe kinde of ex- 
aftions were tyranme; aduiſing further all that 
State ina full conuention, that the Legate might 
not only be ſentaway empric handed, (and with 


| like ſuccefſe to thoſe which as the Prophet (ayes, 


Dormierunt ſomnum ſuum , et nibil muenerunt virt 
dizitiarum in manibus ſuw) but farther that an Ate 
might paſſe in thatafſembly to cut off all ſuch cr-. 
rands by prouiſionall accorde, as might in = 
tend to «2 States unpoueriſhment : which was 
yniuerſally agreed and derermined, 

I did very well approue,and was glad to heare 
thediſtintion and difference which you made in 
one part of your ſpeech, betweene the King our 
ſoucraigne (that was neuer ſwathed in the bands, 
nor daunced in the lappe of the Romane Church ) 
and other Princes Romene Catholikes , that were 
rſt incorporated by vnion, and after caſt off for 
their contumacie: For this is omewhat,though 
I hold it nor ro bee ſufficient, And befidethar, 
euery graine in meaſure is well gotten at your 
hand, that held the ballance ſo vneuenly and vn- 
ſtedily : that paſiage alſo of S. Paul, Pony 
the Church, or at the leaſt confeſs1ng himſelte 
prohibiced-ro tadge thoſe gui fors ſunt, as you re- 
pute the King inclined to that fide, which your 
owne admiſs1on and expoſition doth beare, But 
a it1s vnpoſsible for any man that 15 not a per- 
fe Gileadjte, vithour lifping ro pronounce Shib- 
beleth, howſoeucr otherwiſe they drunke warer 
H h curuatis 
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curuatis genibus + ſo the miſchiefe is, thatyou flit 
roo ſuddenly from that foundation which your 
owne hands had faſtened, and vpon the queſtion 
asked, What you would thinke of any ſentence 
priuatiue, rogers from che Pope againſt our 
King, in caſc cither this man, or any ſucceſſor of 
his ſhould heereafter take any courſe differing 
from that moderation which hath been vſed ht 
therto , your vocales or vowels were changedin- 
ro mutes, your demonſtrations into doubts, and 
your eloquence 1nto fo deepe filence, as the pal: 
ſing bel might haue bin tolled fora man ſo quick 
ly ſtricken ſpeechlefle with one demaund , to 
make your laſt teſtament, Ye vnuſquiſg, T heophrs 
ſti diſcipulum te poſſet agnoſcere. 

It now remaines, that 1n diſcharge of promiſe, 
and for ſatisfation to curiofitie, I make it cleare 
by the fayreſt cuidence,the moſt pure and vncor- 
rupted witneſſes, and with the ſhorreſt cut tha 
my-compaſle in ſoyaſte an Oceanwil admit, that 
none of the Patriarks before the law, none of the 
Preeſtes and Prophets vnder the Law, nor Chrif 
er his Apoſtles atthe laſt expiring ofthe old law, 
nor any of the godly Biſhops that goucrned the 
Church of God for the ſpace of one thouſand 
yecres in audit novo by the new Law,did cucrex 
erci{e,approue or claime that kind of juriſdiion 
or any branch of it, that is extended to depriuatt- 
on of right, ſuſpenſion ftom rule, or ſequeſtrati- 

on from royalty. For this I rake to be that Ball 
of Wildefire, which hath cauſed ſo great _ 
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of liues & States by combuſtion in Monarchies. 
Before the Law, though ic pleaſed God vpon 
the breach of his decree to driue Hdam out of 
Paradiſe (the liucly figure of the Church)thatin 
penam culpe, hee might worke for that ſudore wal- 
ts, Which betore (prung vp naturally , beneficis 
Creators, yet hee leit him Monarch of the vater- 
{all world : a courſe tarre difterent from the ma- 
ner of proceeding among many of thoſe Romas 
Paſtours, which clayming the diſpenſarion and 
dſtribution of S.Peters keyes, xx? ite,w have one- 
ly by the ſtrength and verrue of that ſuppoſed 
warrant,ſoughc vpon dupleaſurc,and oftentimes 
cauſa inaudira, not onely to expell great Princes 
out of tae ſtare of grace, bur very often alſo to 

ſtrip chem our of the robes of Maieſty. 

by the ſequeſtration of vngodly Cain, 4 Dei 
facie, from the face orpreſence of God ( which is 
in cfte&t the ſame cenſure which the Church y- 
ſeth at this day, tradrndo Sathane , becauſe theſe 
two Lordes are in one Regiment incompunble) 
we read not that immediately vpon the ſentence 
this grieuous finner was ſet vp for a reprochfull 
marke, wherecat cither Iuſtice might ſhoot,or Er- 
rour might ayme, as the King our Soucraigne, 
Who hath bene roaucd and pricked at of late: For 
ſo farre was the prouidence of God from armi " 

any creaturein this warldto the leaſt harm,muc 
lefſe che diſinheriſon of Cain. As for fo much as 
concerned he, he ſer vpon hum his owne marke 
of ſure defence, with a ſcuen fold curſe againſt a- 
Hh 2 ny 
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ny that ſhould ridde him our of the way; and bes 
ſide left him a large ſcope wherein to walke vpon 
hisowae ground” almoſt all che world oner. To 
theſe rwo I will onely adde a third, waich is Eſes 
the loſt childe, whom(notwirhſtanding depriuas 
tion of thar heauenly bleſsing, by which all Nas 
tions ſhould: by the merice of rhe bleſſed Seede; 
andholy Couecnant, iz plenitudine tempores , pre- 
fixed by his prouidence bee reconciled to him- 
ſeitc) yer wee finde that hee was mlarged in his 
remporall poſſeſsion, ſecured in his perſon, and 
increaſed farre and neere inthe wide ſpread ofhis 

oſterity. Nay , that which maketh moreto the 

lemith and reproofe of our raſh Emperickes, that 
can hit vpon no other way to cure diſcaſes then 
by letting blood, I inferre, and that vpoa a ſure 
foundation, that 7acob, Eſaws yonger brother, but 


yet by mercy the true and lawtull heire to the 


promiſe, and the chiefe commaunder after Eſaus 
fall, among the Saints of God, did a long time 
after, nor only call him Domwenum,his Lord, which 
the holy Ghoſt approueth by the title which is 
giuenby Sarato her husbang, to bee a word of 
power : bur fallingproſtrate in an humble man- 
ner at his feete with wordes cxprelsing as great 
loue as reuerence, did reſpeCtiaely and truely 
honour him, for ( nonaun vent hore) nor many 
thouſand yeeres after, wherein perſons excom- 
municated muſt ex confequente be depriued of do» 
minion,rather then left tro Gods chaſtiſement, 
Betweene the rootes of Ina and of Lexi by the 
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law of Moyſes, the ſeparations and diſtances are ſs 
wide , as neither neede tocrofle anothers waike; 
tointermeddle with anothers office, or to eclipſe 
anothers dignitie. Beſide, I obſerue chat among 
allthe conduions affirmative and negatine, poſitive 
and priuatine, religious and politique, that arc cn- 
ioyned by the firſt inſticution to Kings, this kind 
of tequre holden of Aaron or his ſucceſſors ad pla- 
citum , is ncither expreſſcedin the graunrt, nor em- 
broydered on the skirt,nor engrauen in the ſeate 
af his office, vnleſſeſome wil argue that the kings 
of lads were a{wel bound to ſubmir their Sceprter 
tothe Prieſts direion,as to recciue the booke of 
the Law at their handes: though wee finde thar it 
was entailed byſtrong wordes to the tribe of Inds, 
without any reſeruation of ſuperintendencie, 
Belide the plague which God doeth threaten 
with his owne mouth, to ſend Princes in his an- 
ger , and hypocrites propter peccats populi for the 
peoples finne , were meerely idle, If it were 
free for vs.at all times ypon theſe viſttations 
and ſharpe correQions , by the Popes helpe ci- 
therto abate our penance, or ro ende our pu- 
aiſhment , Ir is expreſſed and improucd in the 
Scriptures, as a portion of the Diuine preroga- 
rue, to chaſtiſe Kings then belike no part of a 
Prieftes inriſdittion, that is confined to another 
element. Per Dewum reenant Reges, by God they 
reigne: rhen notat the Popes pleaſure, Of God 
onely they holde their Crownes and dignirtics3 
then not bound by Diuine lawesto yceld vp th<ic 
Crownes in man Papales, in feare of proceſle, as 
Hh 3 ſome 
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ſome more fearcfully then Royally haue done in 
other ages,when the Popes ſummond them, From 
his mouth they recciue their charge ; therefore 
to him onely and no other, they are bound to 
yeeld a iuſt account of their Stewardſhip, Iris 
ſayd by holy lob, that God placceth Kings 1n rheir 
thrones in perpetuum then farre from theſe weake 
tenures by copy of court Roll,at wil,orin Cont- 
reſie. Burt ſuppole they waxe violent, and apt to 
quarrell ypon the pride of their owne ſtrength, 
Who ſhall cenſure them with any preiudice to 
their Eſtates? not the Paſtor by Commilion 
but God by prerogatiue, It 1s the propertie of 
God himſelfe Regna tranſferve,et conſiituere, if We 
beleeue the Propher Daniel, and of no Paſtor vp- 
on carth. And hewiltakeit for as great preſump- 
tion in any mortallman that carivs ſ/iritum in ne 
ribus,andis burearth and duſt, to call his Vicege- 
rents to account, as any earthly Prince would 
eſteeme 1n any ordinary Subic&,to oppoſe or 
ſtriue againſt his Deputics. God gtueth no.com- 
mandement in his Law,for obſcruation whereof 
weeneedeto aske lcauc of any Depuric ſubordi- 
nate; for then were man moreabſ{olutein his ele- 
Ction, then God in his ordinance, The reuerent 
regard Which Aaren had of CMoyſes in reſpetof 
the civill ſtroke,may render vnto all the ſonnes of 
Adam ( how highor how great ſocuer) rhar liue 
vnder Kings, a ſcale whereby to take thetruela- 
titude of a Paſtors l1bertic , ſo farre as concernes 
tli3 compariſon, For no man ſhall auerre that

God did cuer giuca ſtare toany Prince (fo asrhie | 


fame were meerely independent vpon the chal< 
lenge ofany ſuperiour commaund) but he made 
him likewiſe free from checke in the ſcope of his 
ſoueraigatie. It chenthe queſtion bee pur 1a this 
ſort,as it ought, (before it work that effe@ which 
you defire)VV hether the Crowne of England re- 
mayne free from dependencie vpon {uperiour 
commaund or not; if Symencha, Nanarre, Silue/ter, 
or any of the ScholaſteQ!' Divines will cicher 
examine our Recordes, or tefort to our Parlia- 
ment, where matters of ike qualitie ought to bee 
_ and decided , becauſe according to the 

es ofall Diuines,rcligion alters not the formes 
of ciuil gouernments,or ſearch the reports of the 
Popes owne Rolls ; vndoubredly they would re- 
celue the ſame anſwere which Popes in former 
times haue had, and with the ſame quick diſpatch 
that our Anteceflors in this caſt have thought 
robe requiſite. 

By ob(cruing with carefull heed che reſpeQtiue 
maner Which was vſed to the Kings of 1/-ae/ and 
Tuda , by the Legall Pcieſtes vpon their tranſgrel(- 
fionin thoſe macters,and degrees which are now 
drawen Within the compaſle of the cenſures of 
the Church , it will appcare that within rhe fine 
bookes of : Moyſes and all the ſtories of the kings, 
noone decree,reaſon, or example can bee found 
tomake good the formall proceſſe which within 
ſome few hundreds of yecres haue bin raſhly pur 


in praQſe againſt Kings and Emperours, voon 
ſuppoſition! 
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ſuppoſition of contumacie. For though I graunt 
that many ofthemdiderre , and in the ſame de- 
grees, yet not one flower of their Crownes was 

laſted ; no not one haire of their heads ruſfeled, 
nor one grainc of their Royall dignitic diminis 
ſed, I doubrnor, bur if for many Prieſtes that 
were depoſed during the prattiſe of the Legall 
cenſures by anoynted Kings,andthoſe ofthe beſt 
kinde alſo, as David, Solomon, Toas, EJechias, and 
Toſias, there could be drawen bur one example of 
a King depoſed by a Leutticall anoynred Prieſt, 
all the Schooles and Pulpits of 7/aly would ring 
of1t; burirfalles out happily, vt quod precepto nou 
iubetur exemplo careat. 

Itwere hard topicke out any grieuous ſinne 
againſt the firſt Table of the Law, whereof Sasl 
Was not guilty in his declining dayes : for he de- 
ſpayred in Gods prorcQion, hec conſulted with 
Sathans inſtruments, hee flew che Prophets : and 
yet it1scleare, that ex ſolo rmadelebile unitions ch 
raftere,oncly by the Character of regall vaQion 
vacancellable, he was fo far pruuledged, and ſe- 
cured, as well againſt lay praftiſes as Leuiticall 
decrees, that Dawidhimſclte entitles him Chriftum 
Domini,Gods anoynted(Which may ſeeme ſtrige 
eucn after God had appoynted David himſeltc to 
bee anoynted in his place.) And the ſame King 
and Prophet likewiſe forbeares at two ſundry 
times to take thoſe aduantages againſt him ypon 


fit occaſion, which thelawes of God and manal- 


low againſt an ynlawful yſurper to a lawful! Ma- 
giltrate, 
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aunt p__ chout a xox obitante from aboue to mo- 
e de- cats. 

was But one inſtance aboue all cloſeth vp the 
led, mouth of contradiction it (elfe, and vnlooſerh 


unts F thehardeſt knots, tharthe Gordians of our age 
that  candeuiſe totye vpon ſo ſmoothe and playne a 
*pall F threed : for God himſelfe by his owne 1nmunCti- 
belt: F on; layes a heauic charge vpon his owne cle, 
and withourall ſhifrs of Equiuocation, or oppoſiti- 
leof F on, during the time of their diſtreſſe, while they 
teſt, ſatemourning by the ſtreames of Babylon , and 
ng hanged mah vpon the willowes,that they 
' op ſhould not only querere pacem illins Cinitatts, ſeeke 
| the peace of that State, Which was the ſeate of 
nne their exile by Diuine direQion : *'bur (which is 
Sev! Y much morc pregnant to this purpoſe) that they 
de F fould pray for it, Et in pace ills exuitatts ſuam [{a- 


vidh Bf kilirent pacem, and inthe peace of that Stare poli- 
and tike, cnfold, ſertle,and eſtabliſh their owne peace 
che and cranquilitie: So hardir is for thE policies or 
100 paſsions of men, cither to worke or to diſpence 
(c- againſt the direftions of God: And fo far isrhe 
cal purpoſe and prouidence of God , from leauing 
uM the raines of order looſe in the necke of precip1- 
age tateaudacity, 

(0 Now M. Garnet,whether your ſcope and drift 
ng hath bene to pray for the peace and proſperitic of 
Iry the Kings cſtate ( which of neceſsitic muſt enioy 
on the priviledge of Babylon , if you Will nceds ac- 
al- comprt it Babylon) T will not appeale to your owne 
la- ſcared conſcience, butro that Hymne Gentem an- 


ce, | 1 ferto 
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ferto perfidam,, fowly wreſted and abuſed by you 
wreckfull rage. 

And win, ol the ſecond point, whether you 
haue ſought tro enwrap the peace of your profel. 
fionin the peace of the State, ornor, I will bee 
tried by the Powder workes. Butto bec ſhor, 
theſe reaſons and examples drawen ont of the 
Law of Moyſes makes the matter cleare, how fat 
the Leuites might vndertake to deale in cenſw 
ring the crimes of Kings, their office confiſti 
alrogether in hamilicie and piette, For though 
graunt, that aſſaulrs were made in choſe dayg 
vpon the perſons of ſome Kings , ſometime by 
expreſſediretion from God ( which ceaſerh in 
our dayes) and ſometime by the praiſe and pre- 
ſumption of Traytors, which are no moretoke 
inſtified, then the robberies thar are commirted 
daily at Stangatehole, or at Shooters hill : ye 
for our inſtruQis it ought to ſuffice, that no ſud 
plaine Songs are ſet out inthe Bookes. of diuine 
tablature, and therefore vpon falſe grounds no 
State ought to ſuffer,cither any kinde ofnew deb 
cant to make new diuifion in oldeintegritic, 0 
ſuch a conceited kind of voluntary,as only ſerues 
to pleaſe faftious humours, Sure I am, that 
chough the rod of Moyſes were once onely turned 
into a Serpent to glue terrour, yet the rod of A& 
ron Was preſcruedeuer, not in campo Martio, but 
Teſtimony tabernaculo , ſproming foorth greene 
leaues and ſweete bloſſomes. 

But now to draw neerer to the life of that dil- 

ctpline, 
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cidline, Which om . Chriſtians ought righe- 
ly to be repured Regular, ro examine principles, 
and enter into the Schole of Chriſt orderly; wee 
muſt retreſh your memory, AM. Garnet,in putting 
you in minde, that our Samour himlelfe ( who 
ought to bee the higheſt obic& of your imitati- 
on) liucd obedicacly to the Lawes of the State, 
in Which hee was borne, though perucrred by 
Phariſaicall conſtruftions and glolles in ſen/um 
reprobums,and ex diametro,repugnant to that ſcope 
of reformation Which he _— aymed at, With- 
out praCtiling With diſcontenced perſons againſt 
the Roman tyranny,cither to diſplace the gouer- 
nours,or to change che gouernment. Hee com- 
maundeth his diſciples to giue vnto Ceſar, what 
isdue to Ceſar,reſe:uing vnto God what of right 
doth belong ro him. Chriſt would nor take vp- 
on him co diuidea temporall inheritance,though 
preſſed earneſtly by che partic that was in ſure: 
much lefle is it poſlible chat our of paſſion hee 
would hauec di turbed Monarches, or transfor- 
med Monarchies. 

To vroue fucther that his kingdome 1s not of 
this world, hee reaſons 2 conſequents, becaule his 
followers did oor put themſelues in armes in his 
defence, as otherwiſe vndoubredly ( 1a caſe his 
Empire had beene ſquared by the common rules 
of ſecular affetions and deuotions) they would 
haue done, though in our dayes that argument 
was eaſily diſcharged,and that want powerfully 
ſupphed by others of thar ſuire, thar account it a 
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bid garriſons, Iris rrue that changeof accidents 
may breed a change of temper, as well in bodies 
Beclcliaſticall as Naturall ; for the Church may 
be at onetume more quiet, ſafe, and proſperous, 
as We may be better or worſe diſpoſed, more hote 
or cold,more {icke or whole at one time then an- 
other, Bur as 1t were a ſtrange kinde of fit that 
could transforme a man with Appulezus into an 
aſſe : ſo wereitas ſtrange a variation in the com- 
paſſe of the Church,to alter patience into pos 
cr, the ſpirit into the fleſh,and humilirie into cru- 
eltic, For Philoſophic doth teach,that external 
accidents change inward qualities : but without 
an abſolute trauſmutation ipſeus ſperres, of the ve- 
ry kind it ſelfe, they change no ſubſtances, Ther- 
fore I wonder how Gregory the ſeuenth, and after 
him Bonzface the eighth durſt aduenture to claime 
the exerciſe of two {words(like waric Fencers)in 
one ſcabberd, out of atcxt pitifully ſer vpon the 
racke for the countenance of a rwo fold Iuriſdi- 
Ction,the purſute whereof hath and will coſt ma- 
ny lives, prousquam ſententia Iudics (touching that 
particular ) zz rem inatcatam tranſeat, Yet I an 
ſure that Chriſt the law maker gives them ouerin 
the plaine field, when they fall to dealing blowes, 
and in ſtead of ſounding a point of war, cries out 
to all his owne followers, Cur non potius patimi- 
mf? SInCE It is certaine , that in patzentia poſii- 
aentur anime, Soules are poſſeſſed in patience: 
A maxime farrc more {ound and honeſt, then that 
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other of the Schoolemen precipirantur Prifteipes 
by cenſuring and skirmiſhing : From the conſi- 
ſtorie of our Sauiour comes a dire&t prohibition, 
that his Diſciples ſhould not dominari ſicut Reges 

entium, domincere in that faſhion or maner thar 
the kings of the Gentiles did: but if thoſe Biſhops 
(that deriue their patnted and pretended night of 
depoſing Kings, from the power of Chriſt)mighr 
bee wſtified according to the nature of the plea 
which they put in, they ſhould dominari pluſquam 
Reges, more then Kings , both by ſetting - wn 
ſclues aboue all Kings in their Temporal eſtates, 
and preſurung by cenſure to depriue them of 
their Dominions, which (ſetting aſide the due of 


| homageby ſuch Kings as owe ſuite and ſeruice 


to ſuperiors) none could expett, much lefle de- 
maund of other: nor did euer ſet their foore fo 
hard in the neckes of their Peeres, as Pope Alexan- 
ger did in the neck of Fredericke, For, is itlikely, 
thac when Chriſt not onely commanded Petey to 
put vp his {worde drawen With greater zeale in 
paſsion , then indgement vpon deliberation, but 
added alſo to that charge a commination in ge- 
nerality, that whoſocuer drew the (word, ſhould 
periſh by the {\word; his purpoſe was to binde the 
hands ofhis Apoſtles ? bur yet to leaue the paſ- 
fions of thoſe that ſhould ſucceed them, at full lj- 
dertie. Chriſt paid tribute vnto Ceſar as appeares, 
aſvell for Peter, as for himſelfe : thereby moul- 
ding the meaſures and proportions of the Char- 
ebes contormitic, For ſtrange it were, that heves 
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ſuccedens in defuntti locum , the heire ſucceeding in 
the place of the deceaſed , ſhould by any law bee 
ſtrengrheaed and cnabled ro doe morethea the 
teſtatar himſclfe might haue doae : or the partie 
to whom delegation is tranſmicred, then che prin- 
capallchat did delegare. Onerule can neuer faile, 
thar diſcipulu is not ſupra Magiſtrum, becauſe hee 
can ncuer faile that gaue out that rule: and if a 
man oÞBferue.ic_well berweene the tunQion of 
Chriſt which was M agiſterium, and the ſcope now 
ſhot at Which is [mperium , the difference is inf 
nice, Our Sauiour acknowledged vnto Pilate, 
that the power which he both had and exerciſed 
oucr him,was not terreſtriall,nor temporary, but 
it was ___ from abouec : to which dorine no» 
thing can bee more repugnaat,, then the Schools 
” mens dreame, that our Princes hauing at this day 
the like turiſdition with yietie,to thatrwhich Ce 
far held with pride , ſhould bee ſubic& rouching 
their Eſtates and dignities to the cenſure of hus 
Diſciples, who in perſon ( whiles his conuerſatis 
on Was here on earth) renounced that prerogas 
tiue out of diſparitie, to the ſcope and end of his 
office. For as our Saniour ck proouec 4 minor 
inanother place, that his Diſciples ought in rea- 
ſon ro waſh one anothers feete , becauſe hee that 
was their Maſter had vouchſaſed ow. of humility 
co Waſh theirs: by the ſame conſequence I proue, 
that whoſocuer profeſieth to be Im/tator Petri, (2s 
Peter was Imitator Chriſti ) ought to defiſt from 


forcible intruſion ypen theſe yndue claymes of 
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more then Imperial! prerogatiues , which were 
neither challenged by any Leuiticallpredecefſor, 
nor poſſeſſed by the teſtator, nor conueyed by the 
teſtament. For the graunt which was conueyed 
by God the Father ro his Sonne omm indicy of 
vniuerſal Indgement both in heauen and earth, is 
abſolure, whereas the charter which che Church 
of Chriſt receiuerh ofher Spoule,is limited and ty- 
edto the validitie of the euidence,8 the ſtrengrh 
of witneſſes, with the preſcription of antiquirie, 
When Chriſt knew that ſome would cuen in paſ- 
fon make him a King perforce and maugre his 
affeQtion and reſolution , fugit in montem ſolus, 
whereas they themſelues as Sacceſfores Chriſti, & 
heredes _Apoſiolorum, deſcend trom themounr of 
contemplation,into the valleys of ſecular agitati- 


' onto make a partic for their aduancement ad ye- 


galia Chriſt made a difference berweene his diſct- 
ples ( following a Maſter that had not ſo much as 
the toxe,a hole wherein to pur his head) & thoſe 
thar dwell in Regwm domibus;, Whereas now the 
difference ( if there bee any) is on the other ſide. 
This orderly and modeſt maner of proceeding, . 
recommended by the Lycurgws of the Gofpell, 
Which is Chriſt, was connnued by the renerent 
Apoſtles during their time; and likewiſe by the 
godly Biſhops that ſucceeded them, for the ſpace 
ofa thouſand yeeres : for further then the cen- 
ſure of eſteeming thoſe as Erhnickes and Publi- 
canes that wilfully refuſed ro giue care to the do- 
Arine of the Church, I finde not that the Church 
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preſumed , the Popes challenged, nor Princes ac. 
knowledged. 

Saint Peter ( from whoſe prerogatiue many 
ſecke to deriue this priuiledge of depoling Kings 
vpon conuittion,or rather ſuppoſition,as it hap- 
pened for the moſt part, of contumacie) com- 
maunds the faithfull ro obey cuen that Prince 
that was a butcher of the flocke,and a bloody ty= 
rantin his time,( becauſe he was ſuperexcellent,) 
and al Magiſtrates that were,ſubordinatein char 
ges and employments vader him. He forbiddeth 
all good Paſtors alſo, which oughtto bee forms 
gregs, the patterne ofthe flocke, prouidere coatlh, 
ro | mere by compulſion, or iz Cleris dominari, 
ro domineerc among the Clergie, (though that 
bee within the compaſle of > rs owne ſquace) 
much leſſe meanc hee to ſer them ouer Emperors 
and Kings, that are fixed in the higheſt clement; 
Nay, which is more, he denies flatly ( it we may 
giucany credite to that aurhor which beares the 
titlevf Saint Clement ) that any of his ſucceſſon 
were ordeiged by God,to be cognitores negotiors 
ſecularium, examiners or Iudges of cauſes that are 
ſecular, which is now become the chictcſt ſcope 
and obic of our primacic. 

Wherefore, it Peter were commanded to put 
vp his \worde , when Chriſt was at his clbowe to 
heale (as he did) the greateſt wound that it could 
make : how much more ought his ſucceſſors to 
keepe the {word within the ſcabberd , finccitis 
ſoberly and orderly put yp , and that they may. 
doc 
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doe more hurt 1n their paſsioo , then they can 
helpe by their priuiledge. Saint Paw/ his fellowe 
| Martyrand Apoſtle,yould neuer haue ſubieQed 
emnuens 4nimam euexy ſoule , whether they were 
Biſhops or Monkes,Regular or Secular '( as Chry» 
foffome notes ) to ſupenour authority, in caſe he 
had bin priuic to an exemption of ſome ſoules by 
expreſſe warrant. | The qualitic of euill Princes 
ought not 1n reaſon toextenuate the force ofthe 
inhibition , tending ro the peace and order both 
of Church and Stare: for then S.Peter would not 
haye commanded ſeruants ro: be fubiet ro their 
Lords,nox ſolitm banc 4 modeſt is ſed etia diſcotis,not 
only ro thoſe tharare good 8& modeſt, but alſoro 
thoſe that are peruerſc: now propter metum,ſed prop- 
ter con[cientiam, not for feare, bur for conſcience, 
faich Godsſpint. ' Nenher would S; /#de hane 
cenſuredrhoſe malecontents ſo fharpely that doe 
Perneye poteſtaters , blaſphemare maieftatem , nor in 
reſpeA oftheir glory, bur of their Licutenancie. 
This is notthe readieſt and beſt reſolution muanex- 
din vocatione of cotinuing 1n our vocation With- 
out impatience or ſtrife; rowindeonr obedience 
out of that obligation wherein the Goſpel found 
vs, and God hath cle&ted vs. The ſeruanres of 
'God had recourſe in all times to lawful remedies, 
vypon the offer of vnlawfull wrongs; andthough 
there could not bee a worſe Prince, or rather a 
more ougly monſter vpon earth, then hee that 
| heldthe place of Coſ@ inthe time of Paul: yet Paw- 
| tuappellauit Ceſarem,and = S taken at his word, 
Was 
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was ſent thicher ro be tryed orderly. It was law- 
full for the Prophet Nathan to reproue David for 
his finne,though he did natplucke him out of his 
chayreof Stare; Our Sauionr deſcribing Herod 
jr craftic circumuention of Gads ſaints, 
id properly and aptly terme-him, Y#/pem,a foxe, 
rhough he did not vadertake co hunt him, out of 
his earth. Andthowgh/towarne, admontſh, and 
aſſure the Terrarch, nobicere; that it Was not lawful 
for him co keepe his brothers wite, were an' office 
fir for a lohn Baptiſt, and a worthy Paſtor.of a ho- 
ly Church; yer he neither would nar durſt aduen. 
ture to releaſe his Sabietes of their faith whuch 
chey ought him by thieir homage. Polearpue the 
diſciple of Saint John; as we find him reported 
Exſebiue, diſpenſed with no breach of any bo 
though 1n caſes:thar intend periltro ſaluation ,a 
Tdblatrie, and the like. The Chriſtians of the fir 
age were neither _Albinians hor Nogriens, (ayeth 
Tertullias : that is, ſtayned with no fattion cither 
to thoſe aſpiring parnies,or afteftions of the time, 
but deuored to the ſeruice of the ſoucraigne, gw 
wodo licwit et rpſis expedierit, fo farte as it was law- 
full for the perſon, and expedicnt for the Prince 
himſelte. How farre 1s chat? Euen fo lopg as they 
honor him wt homipem a Deo ſecundum, ot ſolo Dev 
minorem, as the next perſon to God, and inferiot 
to him alone, without making him (as ſome did) 
a competror with the Omnipotent. 
Honeſt men wil ſtart and ſhrinke at thoſe loud 
alarmes,when they reade with hoy great obed 
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ence and humiline that bleſſed father 4rhene/cus 
(vpon whoſe/ſhoulders our” aged: Mother the 
Church of God leaned , in the time of ſhar 
perſecution , trorakeherreſt) cleared himſeltc of 
the falſe ſuſpicions & wrongfull afperſions, thac 
were caſt on him by deuict of ſpeaking cuill of 
Conſtantius the great Arrian Emperour : his duti- 
full reſpe& was grounded that warning of 
the holy Ghoſt,” Notto curſe the King in the ſe- 
cret of our conſcience, nof in the moſt priuate 
andinward corner of our cabinetto wiſh euill co 
him. S. Hillarie would not ſo much as moderate 
orſtint himſelfe; but leaues it wholly ro the dif- 
cretion of a wicked Emperour , quatenas & 
mod cum loquiinbeat, how and how far he would 
bid him ſpeake. Saint Ambroſe acknowledgerh 
no weapons of defence-to bee fo proper rorhe 
Prieſt,as teares and prayers : for can pray, ſaith 
he, I can ſigh and weepe, but I cannor reſiſt any 
otherway. And therefore Saint Jerome to Helip- 
dirs aith., A King rulethmen whetherthey wil 
or no:a Biſhop thoſe that are willing, 1 terrove 
ſubiecit hic ſeraituti dowatur. | 
To that queſtion moued by Donaras ont of fa- 
ion and (cornc , 2 uid" Tmperatiri am Eccleſia? 
What hath the Emperout to deale or intermed- 
dle with the Church? Optatas a learned: Father 
anſweres runably to the note and dittic of Ter- 
thllian that is mentioned before; that ( finee Gol 
ofielyis aboue the Soucraigne) Doxegrw-in extol- 
ling himſclfe aboue the Emperour ( as Antichriſt 
Kk 2 out 
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out ofpride ſhall abque all chat is called God):um 
hominun exccſsit m:tas , hath now tranſcended 
the bounds of humanitic, The patience and pi- 
cty of thirty Popes laying dowae their heads vp+ 
onthe blackeſucceſiucly; (at the firſt planting of 
the Church)co (eale the bond of conſcience with 
the blood of inaaccncie, may teach thoſe that 
come afer,as Welltofollow their example, as ta 
claime their pttmacy; (For though Liberies,a Pa- 
ſtor of that ranke,was vniuſtly baniſhed and exi- 
ted fro his Church; yer he ncuer fought to right 
himſelfe by the bloody (word, bur racher by that 
golden rulc of obedience and patience , which 
our Sauiour left to his Diſciples ſab ſcgillo , and 
they to the Church in depoſoto, Symanchi Wirh 
his fellowes may perhapsanſwereto theſe paſſa- 
ges,that the Church was ſwarhed all this white 
1n the bands of weakeneſle,thar the fickle carried 
not atthar time an edge ſharpe enough for choſe 
ſtubborne weedes,and that the faythfull had,nat 
as yerrapſed them(ehues rothar height of credit, 
thatmight giue life ro-theirexecurion, Bur if the 
conſtancic of obedience had bene ſquared by the 
liberty of mens cleQion,and this had bene thela- 
ritade.of loyalty in thoſe well diſpoſed rimes, 
when Biſhops onely ſonght Gods honpur , not 
their owne prerogatiues ; Surely the Church of 
Chriſt had wanted agreat part of thoſe Martyrs 
and Confeſfors, whichareranked ar this day in 
che Roman Calender, They that take this ſcope, 
may concciue and publiſh when ic pleaſerh _ 
A : chat 
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that lay SubicQs in like manner are no-longer 
bound to obcdieace and loyalty, then they finde 
themſelues ouer weake ro make powerfull oppo- 
ſition to vagodly Magiſtrates, and ſo confound 
all Lawes of Iuſticc in the Stare;and all degrees 


of SubieRts that in priuate are bound to liuc or- 


* decly. Tertellien doth notably convince this pa- 


radox,as well of falſhoodas lcuttie, by making a 
cleare demonſtration of the ſtrength and porency 
of godly Chriſtians in his owne tyme(Which was 
among the firſt)in cale they would haue purtheir 
forces to the ſtrongeſt proofe , finceall publike 
places, as Courts , Confiſtories , Campes, and 
Fortes , were ſtored and furniſhed with men of 
thac profeſſion andqualitic. 

The Legions rhat were cuterrained by faithles 
Princes in pay, and proſperedinthe greateſt afti- 
ons they vndertooke, might hauc purchaſed a 
farre better fortune at an caſter rate, in caſe they 
could haue ſatisfied their owne conſciences, by 
oppoſing againſt order. It the godly Chriſtians 
that liued vader Conſtantive an Artian, would 
haue ſought their caſe , by ſtepping ouerto the 
ſeruice of Conſtance-and Gratian that were religt- 
ous3 they might hane cauſed their owne Souc- 
raigne to ſhrinke at their tranſport, that before 
made aduantage of their humiliry, If anyman 
will take ypon him more in theſe dayes, faith 
Chryſoffome, chen was granted heretofore ro-Sub- 
ies, that were vnder infidels, ©yod maiors [ibs 
conctedita nm nunct they ſay that more 
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8 commitred vnto them; they muſt be raught,wos 
uni honors ſui repus eſſe, that 1tis not the time and 
place of their preferment , ſince they are as pil: 
grimes in this worlde, bur they ſhall in another 
ſhew appeare-more bright & glorious toall men, 
quando Chriſtus apparuerit, & tunc cum Chriſto come. 
parebunt in gloria, when Chriſt appeares,and _ 
with him, . a ſhall appeare in glory. Though 
Sant Gregory conteſle himſelfe to haue beene (6 
powerful in Italy, that he necdedFot to haucleft 
among the Lombards cicher Duke or Count, it 
caſe he would haue oppoſed confidently his en- 
deuour againſt their rage; yet finding Theodolinds 
the Queene to have beene ſeduced lily by ſome 
Serpent of that ſort from rhe ſinceritic ofher pro+ 


fels10n, and dangerouſly withdrawen from God 


co Belial, from pietic to hereſfie, rooke no harder 
courſe,then by forewarning her with a fatherly 
aftetion,and in humble tearmes to rake heede 18 
time,thatſhe tainted nor the ſ\veet bread of many 
morall vertues(Worthy to be ſerued inthe ſuppet 
of the Lambe) with the leaucn of the falſhood 
and irmpiery of thoſe misbelecuing teachers thax 
abuſed her creduliry. 

| Irhad not bin hard for Chyyſeſhome ( in refpet 
of the tender loue which was borne him by his 
flocke, not «dare onely , but witre aras, if his pa- 
tience had-beene plianr to their deſires ) to hauit 
wearied that vngodly Princeſſe Fudoxia | that 
would never giue him reſt nor breath in the 
crooked wayes of her owne wickedneſſe, But if 
the 
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the doQrine of ſome ſchootemen-in this age bec 
found co difter ſo much from the former demon - 
ſtrations of obedience andiructh, why ſhould I 
not complayne,'thar nuns. definis efie remedio locus, 
vbi que fucrant olim vitia;nuuc mores fing?. It is eruc 
that long after this, the Officers of the French 


' King Philip che Faire complained, and vpon iuſt 


cauſe, that augends Seceravium ture , lure Regiami- 
#wi, the Kings rights or Liberties were appay- 
red by the rayſing of the rights and Prauledges 
of the Pricſtes. =— bee likewiſe true that is 
written by a.Comuntrey man of ours, that Gregory 
the ſencnth confeſſed: on his deaths bedde, ( but 
with what remorſe or touch of conſcience God 
knowes ) Ex mizutione Leicorum ſe Sacerdotum pro- 
mouiſſe gloriam , Which tn divers wordes is of one 
effect : But yer al Biſhops were not of tharmande, 
but keeping faſt in memory that obſcruation of 
the Propher David, That to drinke of waters 
drawen from the ſprings of Bethel, with perill and 
hazard of mens lies , was ſanguinem bibere_, to 
drnke blood , were as cautious in quenching 
ſparkes of difſenſion and ftrite by charitie, as 0- 
ers were to kindle them out of ambition and 
vaine glory. For in caſes ofthis nature, Non e#f 
opus ſenients anime (ed medentis indo : for charitic 
is paticnt and courtcaus , Nec inflatur nec eft ambi- 
tioſs. Peter hath two keyes, one of knowledzge, 
another of power : theſe are prepared and fitted 
alſo to two lockes, that is, Indaration,and Igao- 
rance: and hardly ſhall wee fiade , that _ 4 
oth, 
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both,and aſuvevicofborh , any ſtrong lockes ot 
oppoſition or obſtruftion , hath bene opened;» 
Wherefore no man need to: doubt, but:rhar a« 
mong ſo many godly, grauc, &lcarned Biſhops; 
(as will cues rancke themſclues , tevquam in acie.s 
ordinats;to diſcourage and affright the forlorne 
hopes of $ has ichoole ) theſe poſitions wi 
ſinke : and. ſome thar-haue bene lothe'toye 
outof humour, yctwill be forced to faint 0utof 
cowardile, t 
The godly learned neuer once vouchſafed to: 
lend therrcares to the deccirful runes of bewirchs. 
ing charmes  racher grounding their opinions 
vponthe fourth Councell of Toledo, by whichall 
forts ofperſons are condemned without diſtine, 
Qion or exception , 2us# fidem regibus ſuis Sacre 
meento promiſſam obſeruare contemnerent , that cOte, 
cemned'or {corned to keepe the faith which they: 
promifed by oath co their Soueraigne : taxing by 
this firſt parr, all perfidious traitors in gencralitie, 
Butthar avew followcs,pincherth Nanarre and 
his diſciples at the very heart : Ft ore fimalarent 
Iaramentiprofeſionem,cum mente retinerent per fidit 
impietatem, and With their mouth diſſembled'a 
profeſsion by oath, when in their minds (or men» 
tally,to vic che very word of our Schoolemenat 
this day) they retained ſtill the wicked purpoſe 
of Treaſon. In deed Pythagoras imprinted no- 
thing in the minds of his ſchollers. more dcepely, 
chen that prophane Verſe 
Iars ,periars , ſecretum prodere nol;. 
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The Epicure on the other fide was ſatisfied wodd 
mentew iniuratum gereret, etiam [i lingua inraret. 
And you,M Gernet,(to make vp ſucha triangle as 
can neuer bee reduced toa cube, (thatisaperfet 
ſquare) diuulge and publiſh to your auditoric 
(which thoſe blinde Philoſophers durſt not pro- 
felle beyond the compaſle of their Schooles)that 
it is lawfull ro drawe wordes to the ſence of 
thoughts,ro caſt amiſt of errour before an cye of 
ſingle cruſt, and to decciue your brother for your 
owne ſecurity. I am very ſurethe learned Fa- 
thers neither knew the way, nor had the will to 
eſcape by ſuch a kinde of deceprio viſus, as dire- 
ly tends 4d deſtructionem anime. For when Atha- 
was ouertaken by a Purſeuant, and asked, 
Quantum inde abeſſet Athanaſius ? how farre Atha- 
nefins Was from thence ? thoughir ſtood vpon his 
life in a time ( as you make of this) of perſecuti- 
o0n,and hee "__ farre morechoyce and dain- 
ty, for the defence of Gods owne quarrell(as ap- 
peared by his quicke and ſharpe encounters with 
the profeſſed enemies of truth in that holy Nicene 
Councell) then you are in this kingdome, for the 
mſtification of thoſe bad attempts and impious 
ations, which youtakein hand) yer he anſwered 
as freely without fraud as fearc, xox long? abeſſe 
Athanaſiam: which was very true, becauſe he was 
the man for whome the partie ſought, and cared 
little, as appeares, how ſoone they methim. A 
man of weake conceirt may apprehend how farre 
our Sauiour himſelfe was from theſe Chimicall 
L | cOn- 
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conſtructions, and cuafions ſophiſticall by = 
valucrſallpropokitio, 9 wicung, me neganerit Whys 
ſocucr devied him _ wa ſhould be denyed 
by him befare his Father,8c. For to put out cau- 
tious Equiuocators fro al hope of ſuccourin this 
ſtreight by their diſtinion of verball and men- 
tall negatiues, I vrge the precedent warning in 
that very text before, Nor tmere eos qui occidant 
corpus, > animam non poſſunt occidere, not to feare 
thoſe which haue power onely to kill the body, 
and not the ſoule. For if our Sauiour had left hy 
diſciples ſucha ſtrength of ſuretie for retrayt vp- 
on purſuit as verball flouriſhes (whatſocuer were 
concciued or reſoluedin the minde) he needed 
not ſo carefully ro arme them with encourages 
ment and hope agatnſt aſſanlts of crueltie; + 
The paſſages which both yougnd other of your 
combine wreſt from the mouth of Chrift him» 
ſelfe for a faire countenance of coulinage in this 
labyrinth, would rather commonere nauſeam quan 
bilem : though I muſt tell you, that finguler ex- 
amples drawen from our Sauiour that was both 
God and man, ( and not onely knew by his eter- 
nall Wiſedome, but was alſo by his matchleſſe 
power toreftihe whatſocuer ſeemed to our dull 
conceits obſcure) are neither rules of our encou- 
ragement , nor Warrants for our imitation.

Forit is true, that am 
bicion, Which is moſt bolde vpon advantage , i 
moſt cowardly vypon ſurpriſe : and howſocue 
humors may ſometimes vrge mindes that are not 
cucnly balanced with diſcretion and conſcience, 
to vndertake attempts cuer aboue duety, and ob 
tentimes aboue their ſtrength : yer ſecond wirts 
obſcrue theſlips and errors of the firſt,and there:

tic, Now therefore it ſhall nor bee imperrinent 
(the ſubic& — in due place and wich due 
circumſtance) ro deſcrte (not by 1dle imagnari- 
ons, bur by cuident impreſsions ) how conertly 
and as it were by ſtealth, incrochments crept vp- 


' onthe carper, before they dutſt by any forcible 


attempt 1nuade the ſeate of power : et cam dormi- 
rent homimes, wenit homo inimicus : and when men 
were in {cepe; the deuill came er ſuperſeminau;i 
Jizenia, It is confeſſed indifferently by all per- 
ſons of all ſorres that are cither iudicious or ſen- 


| frine, that thoſe Maximes which pearce to the 


Center, and'rouch the very like of conſcience, 
ought rather to bee fixed vpon the poles of con+ 
ſancie, then caried vpon the wheeles of change;' 
andthat not J/eel alone, but all morall and indit- 
ferent affetions ought to anſwere Ymentothe 
carfe which God pronounced wirh his owne 
L1 3 mouch 
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mouth againſt all men of whatſocuer qualirie, 
that dare preſume to remoue or pur aſide Lande 
markes, or bounders of juriſdiction which pre: 
ſeruc peace4-and yer by trat of time and long 
experience , wee {ee that ab lo morutrepidations 
cuer {ince that trepidation or quiuering ( as 1t is 
tearmed by 4ſtrologers ) Which preuailedin che 
mindes of feaxefull Princes , vader powerfull 
ſtraines,, there, haue bin many variations of de. 
grecs and diſtances in the concluſions of Church 
goucrnement; eſpecially withun theſe laſt 600, 
yeeres, Which moucs wiſe men to reſort tothe 
tudgement of a graue Philoſopher ( diſcour 

of daucrlizic of runes and perſons that did ſway 
thoſe times,cither by predominance orarte) que 
minus ab orta aberant , the lefle diſtant rhey were 
fro the firſt originall, the more perfeQly they dif 
cerned tructh: and ofthe ſame mind is Tertallian, 
perfettioraprims, the neerer the Spring head, the 
purer ſtreames : Which is the ſcope of our indu- 
ſtric. 

To rippe vp matters therefore from the very 
roote , Without obſtruCtion or paſsion, wee may 
obſerue that ſo long as the plough of perſecution 
did not only make deep furrowes on the backs of 
godly Biſhops by torture (Which the Propher by 
the textin the Pſalme , Super dorſum meit fabricaue- 
runt peccatores,ſeemes to touch,)but by vexarion, 
and anguiſh alſo 1n their very ſoules which thoſe 
humbly ſpirits feele, that are moſt ſenſitiue ofthe 
leaſt feratch giuen to loyaltic, ic rent vp by the 
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rootes all thoſe weeds of ambition-and emu- 
de layon Which in calme ſeaſons ave ayr to ſpring 
oY ont ofche rancke ——_—_ of originall infirminic: 

Fortill the bleſſed raigne of Conſtantine, wherein 
the rage of perſecution begaa to ceaſe, I find al- 
moſt vniuerſally no other kinde of ſtrife among 
the godly Fathers, then whoſe counſell or ende- 
uour by a religious and modeſt kinde of cmula- 
tion , mighr bee of beſt vſe to the propagation of 
the Churches limirs, and of Gods glory. The 
Church iz ſelfe- (which is the body myſticall of 
Chriſt) might by Analogjic bee properly reſem- 
bled ro che ſtomacke of a body naturall, which 
though ir receiuemuch,yer makes equall diſtri- 
bution, by diuiding and diſperſing that which ir 
receues tothe vic and ſuſtenance of alltheothet 
parts, which would otherwiſe decay, and by de< 
prees waſte and periſh. 

If all this while a Tribune had ſtood vp to 
complaine againſt the (Zhurch of Rome,as Me» 
nenius Agripps did againſt the Senate, comparing 
tro the belly ( which devoured all and did no 

od\the pooreſt & the weakeſt member would 

aue vtterly diſclaimed and difauowed the leaſt 
ſenſe of ſuch a wrong : but ifthe belly afterward 
bycaring onely how to feed it ſelfe, did pine the 
other partes (as the populares did thenſuggeſt,) 
and by transforming the orderly and well com- 
paſted body of the State politike intoa monſter, 
ry by ſogreat diſproportion ofnouriſhment, did vi- 
he olate che lawes of nature; difſolue the bonds of 
VNON 
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vnion, Wee mult confeſle, that both Menenin 


wich chem,and (if the caſe be like)all fayrhful pas 


triots and members among ys hauc reaſon tore- 
quire remedy, 

- Iris cerraine,that the end of theſe firſt Biſhops 
was then to feed the flacke, not to fill the payle: 
to {pread-the fayth, nor to extend the lyne : to 
drawe Kings to perfe@ion, not to depole them 
from their States : to ſeerle peace, not ro rayſe 
difſentin : ta prepare the SubieQs hearts to 0+ 
bedience, not to inflame ic with preiudice : to be 
at peace With all the world , holding pcace of 
conſcience to bee allin all, ſoth rajeht gayne 
to Chriſt, and in no caſe to ſhew heme! 7 
enfſares , Or violemptes , Which the Canons of the 
Church(beſide the prohibition of Paw hinaſelfe) 
will not ſuffer. 

Some of thelatrer (but beſt learned) writers, 
finding by the curious examination of ſun 
paſſages, and infinite Interpreters, how hard, of 
rather how ynpoſſible it is to proue their title to 
this high prerogatiue of depoling Kings, by d- 
re cuidence out of the word of God, and ſuch 
Witneſſes of Record as are aboue exception ;re- 
ſort ro proue by Charter, Graunt,and priuiledye 
from Princes pieties: as for example, fro Conſflans 
tine the firſt and beſt, Phocas the firſt 8 wort , ins 
King of the Weſt Saxons that was religious,and 
King lohn that was impious , as well ſans foye,as 
his ticke was ſansferre, In which crew, ſome cn+ 
tending ſerious deuotion, others pretending a 

ne 
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ned rnpra gen ro Cn :andall as the times 
che r, that no ſeeds ſpring vp more ſpec- 
dy aien thoſe whithaveToweh bow Dank ied 
for redemption of ſouls, left thern better eiatheft 
of their __ by gifr,chenour Sauiour did inhis 
ceſtament by legatie, Agaitiſt 'the preterided 
Charter or Donation, which ſome of the Cano- 
tits more 2catons then iudicious:ſetke to derive 
{t& Conſtantinit roSihrſter, though Triced [ay little 


becauſe the beſt grounded iudgetnents and moſt 


modeſt ſpitits'of that ſort, haue rorne away the 
paynred vifard from that watped face: Yet be- 
cauſerrrhatters of this momeanr, roo much can- 


x6 bee ſayd; I mean more ſaccinly then the 


mature of thar ſubic& (being once ynidetraken) 
docth permir, to preſſe ſome ſhort arguments. 
Firſt , how vnlike 1t is that Silaeftey (rhe nextBi- 
hop burvne to that Worthy & renowtried ranke 
of Magtyrs that loſt their lines for the profeſsion 
df Crit) ſhould vpon the firſt paulc of teſpirati- 
on to rake breath , (after ſo many manfull com- 
bats againſt Gods enemies ) abuſe rhe fati6urof 
ſd gracious a time; by hunting afterthe vaine te- 
nitesof principality. The Biſhops that had kepr 
themſclugs aboue water all this while, by the 
ſtrength & fauour of thar powerfull hand, which 

rted Petey onthe ſeas when he was at the 
pointro ſinke , by learning now to (wimme ſud- 
denly with the bladders of rhe worlds ambition, 
mighthauc caft themſclues into greater danger 


ofdrowning in the riuers of Damaſeo, then inthe 
M m red 
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red ſea that the Saints/paſſetd ouer, 

Plating reports our of the Popes oWne records, 
that Silzeſter refuſed at-the hand of Conſtantine 
diadema. gemmu diftineium , a crowne or diademe 


ſerwith precious ſtones,as an ornament not con- 


uenicnt nor agrecable ro a Paſtor in his place, | 


Though godly Neſtor call itonly /ignum ſuperbie, 
a ſigne or badge of pride : Silvefter ſhould haye 
bin found guilty not of a ſigne, bur of pride it 
ſelfe, and tharin the higheſt kinde by the graund 
Turic of all his ndlorainn Saints in Heauen, in 
caſe hee had accepted whar theſe men cerrifrero 
hauec bin offered. Among rhe Fathers and hiſto- 
ries of the Church ( how copious and latgeſoe- 
uer in exprelting the great favours which the 
ſpouſe of Ehrift recetued by the pietie and boun- 
tie-ofthis Emperor 1 other kindes) appearesng 
ſcrippe of cuidence to make good this, graugt; 
Which werean argument of great ingratitude, if 
they had excher heard of any diſpoſition in the 
Prince ed ax it,or inthe Pope to acceptir, New 
ther js itlikethat ſo religious a prince would haut 
left that to his ſonne, that he gaue to the Churchy 
nor from thence his godly Succeſlors, as Theods- 


ſive, would haue detained it. Belides, all writers ' 


prouc how powerful the Licutenants of the Grees 
kiſh Empire , whom they called Exarches, were 
long after the date of this pretence, which could 
not ſtand with the ſtrength wherein hereby they 
ſtriue to plantthe Papacie. I finde by dire ac- 
knowledgemeart weniſſe pronentws ec, that reuc- 
ques 
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nues came from certaine places for the mainte- 
nance of the church of $.Pas/ creed atthehum- 


bleſure of Siluefter by Con/tantine': and' from Sar- 


dinis by the report ofſome to that Church which 
his holy morher built. Againe, that the'tribures 
were conferred on the Churches, which ſome 
Crtics payd into the Checker in former times : 
and theſc I rake to be the ſhadowes and colours 
of this idle dreame. For of the Charter it (elfe, 
( which excecedes ten times in value all. that ts re- 
corded touching Churches in particular, and 1n 
reſpeCt of a greater eminencie and prerogariue, 
ſhould haue caried a farre greater reputation and 
madc'a fayrer ſhew ) there is not > much as a 
marke whereby they may take their ayme char 
are moſt ambicious. How licle credite, ſtrength 
or honour any Church can gaine by deriur 
Charters from Phocas a laſcimious faithleſſe ry- 
rant, wickedly embrued with the ſlaughter of 
Mawritizs his maſter,wite, 8 heires,and vſurping 
thateſtate vniuſtly, (by the countenance whereof 
he was boldeto giue more thencither of right he 
ought or could) I leauero their opinions that 
loue to meaſure claymes and titles rather by the 
line ofequitie,then by thelaſte of ambition. Bur 
yetro make more of a tyrant by vouchſafing a 
ſhort anſwere to his ſhadow , then in conſcience 
isrequiſice, I firſt inferre,that ſuch Charters gran- 
ted chiefly vpon ground of cunning , and with a 
purpoſe to maincaine the ut by partie, Which 
was vndertaken and begun by fraud, might cither 
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hauc bin afterward reuoked by himfſelfe , or an- 
aulled and, repealed by bis fueceifors s:And: furs 
ther ſay by judgement ofthe) befbCiuihans , that 
no Princes ate is warrantable;without the pubs 
like aflent,according to that Maxime, Qnod awnes 
tangit., ab omnibus approberidebet,that rondethto 
the States preindiee, | 

Laſt ofall, I prouc that our counttey in parti 
cular could take no copper by this tranſpoſinon 
admitting it to haue bene ſound and abſolute, be- 
cauſe we were excluded from the care,prorettion 
and prouidence of the Rowane Empire,very neere 
200. yceres bcfore that Phoczs with his bloody 
hand began to ſteare that Monarchic. For after 
that AEzius Licutenant for the Rowane Emperour 
in the parts of Frazxce , did onely ſcndinſtruftions 
and orders to the waſted Britaines. how to range 


their batrails, and diſpoſe their fights with a care- | 


full, and yet a finall anſwere not to looke for wy 
more ſupplies or aydes from. that eſtate, whi 

then fcll into faction, and was no longer ableto 
ſupport itſelfe; The Britanes holding Ki emſelues 
abandoned , (in which caſe all Lawes free them 
both ofduety, & depenJencie,) after many bloo- 
dy bartels vnder their owne Kings againſt the 
Scots and Pidts,tel into the Saxons hands, who likea 
Pharao that neuer knew 1gſeph or his fathers houle, 
creed a braue Monarchic ( though ſometime 
Prague and diuided into many parts among 
tixemſclues) and maintained it in abſolute autho- 
ritie, without acknowledgement of any forraine 
ot 
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or ſuperiour command , tillby a ſecond or third 
relapſe,it becamea pray tothe Norwexe conqueſt. 
Wherefore Phoc.ss having neitherpoſſeion' nor 
tighr in this ſtare ( left by negligence, or abando- 
ned by neceſsitie ſo many yeere before ,) conld 


© conuey no more to the Church, then he ctther 


had or oughtto haue, which was eccidens fine ſub. 
iefto, Indinidum vagum , and a nihil indeclinabile. 
The contnibution of Petey pence to Rome by Ina, 
being called in the Saxox Hiſtories the King: 
Almeſon , in the Lawes of Canutus, Larga Ree bo 
menites , and in that abſtra&t which is left of the 
Confeſſors and Conquerors decrees , Regiselemo- 
ſyna,proceeded (as the words import)not of due- 
ty, but of charirie ; And inreſpe& of any tempo- 
rall prerogatiue (which ts the key of theſe aſþi- 
ring claimes) doerh rather prone the Pope then 
firting , to haue bene King Inas beads man, then 
King 1 then raigning , to haue bene the Popes 
homager. - 
T could alledge alſo an allowance of a ſpeciall 
manſion for Englih Pilgrimes that were drawne 
to Reme_ about affaires , bearing that ile ro this 
day , in reſpe& of the great piette and bountie of 
the Saxon Kings , which falling within the com- 
paſſe of that naturall contra@ Do,vt des copiouſly 
handled by the Ciuil Lawes, and compared with 
the contribution , may rather proue an exchange 
then an impoſition. A 
To the colour of King Johns denation', who 
Was as likely to hane departed with his ſoule as

The wdgementof Philipthe French King vp 
on the publication of this Charrer is much cons 
mended by a writer of that age, forthe defenceaf 
this Paradox , which hee thought would proue 
pernicieſum Regibus & regn exemplum , a ftw 
rous example and fearefull preſedent both to 
Kings and kingdomes. He would hauc menre- 
ſort to Peters ſucceſſors about matters that con- 
cerne the ſoule, and not de regns,guerris, wel milk 
tia, which doe not belong to him, Laſt ofall, 
the Sautng Which was luckely inſerted in his 
Charter or donation,namely, Saluu nobis c++ here- 
arbus noitrs luititys, ; vs &+ reealibus "of 
| makes 
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makes it abſolutely voyd and of no effe& : the 
maine prerogatiue being ſafely preſerued , by 
Gods prouidence , which the King would other. 
wiſe haue ler lip , by a circumuented and ouer- 
awed facilitic. Ir is repotred by che Monke of 
Weſtminſter , a witnefle ( according to the ſtate 
of thoſe rimes) of beſt regard, That * Popereſi- 
ding and abiding at Liows , this deteſtable graunt 
was burnt, "The author of Elogiumadderh fur- 
ther, That it was releaſed cum omni fidelttate & ho- 
magio, by the Popes direQion to the Engliſh Par- 
lament. And fir Thomas More thar loſt his life 
in defence of the Popes primacie,deſerues beſt of 
any to be credited in my conceit, auowing, Firſt 
aweakeneſſe in the King ſeeking to ſubie& his 
Crowne to ſuperior commands : and next,in the 
graunta Nullitie, Beſides , nor onely fir Thomas 
More atfirmes ,"Thatthe Popes Impoſition, wich 
the Kings Conceſsion, was neuer payd; Butit is 
further Drtified by addition out of the Rolles of 
Parliament 1n the 50. yeere of Edwerd thethird, 
That when the King was threatned With a cita- 
tion from KoweL for detayning dues vpon this 
graunt, wich large arrerage, the whole body Spi- 
neuall and Temporall, of the kingdome there aſ- 
ſembled, after graue deliberation &long aduiſe- 
ment reſiferent & contradicerent , auee toute leur 
purſſance : and vpon theſe grounds that the Char- 
terwas againſt che Kings oath at his Coronarti- 
on,and without the voyce of his Parliament. 


Since therefore Phocas, Ine,lohn,nor Conſtantine 
adde 
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adde any further weight to the pretence of a de- 
poſing intereſt,then was in charge before; diſcre- 
tion and obſeruation will iudge whether the ſtate 
ofthe Ramane Biſhops were not hadin greater te- 
ucreace while they ſought ro win by puctic, then 
to ſtrainc in paſion; to bow then to breake , and 
to tempcr,then tg exaſperate. Religion and Hu- 
mility then werethe corner ſtoncs of that ſtately 
front 'Which the world ſo much at rhe firſt admy- 
red in the Church of Rome, though afterward by 


the change of Biſhops in that Sca,and ofhumors 


in thoſe Biſhops, ſo great alteration was found, 
as Minerss comming afterward to Athens could 
hardly cake notice +; her owne ſhip 3 nor Conſlans 
tine at Rowe of his OWne nurſe 3 not as S, Hierome 
notes (ofpainted women , that caſt vp their eyes 
to hcauen ifwe conſider how many falſe colours 
haue bin ſer vpon the pillars of Church goucrne+ 
ment , hardly Chriſt of his owne creature in the 
time of Pope Alexander the fixt, if ſhee had binput 
in minde to call on.him, In the beginning it a- 
greed with Daxielsimage 1n the head of golde for 
godly goucrnment, in the breaſt of filuer for vn- 
ſpotted confcucnce,and in the legges of braflſetor 
inceſlant induſtry, Bur afterward in ſucceeding 
ages , the heads-of many Pepes grew humorous, 
their breaſts auaricious,and their legs idle, 

That holy X iceve Councell (whereof I neuer 
ſpeake without reuerenceand due regard) in that 
great diuifion which was made of the patriarchal 
Iurifditids according to the ſtate of the Church 


in 
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in thoſe dayes for eſtabliſhmenr of diſcipline and 


preſcruation of ynitie, ſpeakes not one worde of 
any Tempotall commaund , much lefle of any 
rght in ſuſpending or depoling Kings, or abſol- 
ning SubieQs from theiroathes ofobedienceand 
loyaltie,to beleft in the nature of an heirelome to 
the Romane Biſhops by primariue acknowledge- 
ment. Bur as Salsſtvery gx aucly and like a faich- 
full patriot, complaines touching the ſtate poli- 
tike of Rome in his owne time, that poſtquam dini- 
tie honori eſſe capere & eas gloria imperium, potentia 
querentur: fation and pride began to creepe vp 
to the ſcates of Senators , and the publike iuſtice 
ofthe State to ſhake : So likewiſe inthe Church 
wefinde,that vpon like corruption like diforders 
grew, and. many weakeneſles began dayly'more 
and more to diſcloſe themſelues 1n thoſe bright 
ſunne-ſhine dayes which the Saints enioyed by 
the bountie of a betcer Prince (as cockle ſtarrs vp 
when corne growes ripe) Which before was et- 
ther ſhadowed with diſcouragement, or ſuppreſ- 
ſed by diſcipline. I ſpcake not this, becauſe ſome 
ſuch kindes of heates and quickediſtempers haue 
not ſometimes happened, and may notby occa- 
lions fall out againe berweene Gods owne ele, 
as Peter and Paul, Paul and Barnabas, arid the god- 
ly Biſhops in this very.Cauncell, which I preſſe 
(though-wich that mcaſure which becomesthe 
miniſters of Godand his Apoſtles ſuccefſors}be- 
cauſe it pleaſerth him ſometimes our of our error 
toraiſe his owne honor, and to makeyertue per- 
| Nn fe 
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fet and complete by infirmitic: but ro make ir 
plaine, that plenty is the daughter of proſperitie, 
ambition a, and corruption of ambtion, 
For, after that Biſhops were admitted to appcale 
from cuuil Courts by the Emperour himſelte,and 
their ſentences by Imperial authoriry were made 
equall to his owne; they beganne to rayſe ther 
Creaſt,and within a while, as it is teſtified by one 
of the moſt ancicnt approouecd writers' of the 
Church, Epiſcopatus Romanus,non aliter quam A 
lexandrinue quaſi extra ſacerdoth fines egreſſus, ad ſe- 
cularem principatum iam ante aclapſus eft : Theſea 
of Rome in the ſame manner as that of Alexanari, 
as it were exceeding the limittes and bounds of 
Prieſthood, kad ſlidde into fecular principaline, 
though the Biſhops of neither of thoſe Seas, as 
we tnay aſſure our ſelues, were ignorant of Paxb 
prohibition to all degrees of Palſors , that they 
ſhould not entermeddle with Secular affaires, fo 
farre as concernes an ouer-dropping of the Re- 
gall plants, becauſe a Biſhop ſhould no moreliue 
out of the clement ofthe Church , nor a Monke 
out ofa Deſert,thena fiſh out of water, For Chrif 
fled into the mountaines when the people would 
haue made him King : and Biſhops ought with 
Tofeph rather to teaue their cloakes behinde them, 
then to conſent. to rhe charmes and vaine entiſc- 
ments of the Wworld., which like the wanton wife 
of Patiphar ſtretcherh-forchrher armes,and (with 
the Sirenes') ſtraynes her voyce to drawe them 
withia the compaſle of tentation , and then m_ 
| ho 
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hold todrowne them in ſenſualine. 

Now whereas it is ſayd by Sarrates, lans ant? 
delapſuy eft, that the Sea of Rome did lip before 
that time (Whereof he ſpeakes) into ſecular prin- 
cipality, I am induced by the report of Ammianus 
Marcelliinws a graue writer, though ne Chriſtian, 
to take my Leuell ſomewhat higher for the fig- 
ding of my marke : for heeliuinginthat ume a- 
bour the Court ( and obſcruing as it were from 
the mayne toppe ofthe Temporall eſtate, what 
courſe was kept among all ſortes and qualities of 
owe in diuers elements ) makes mention: of a 

loody (laughter in a Church of Rome,where the 
Chriſtians were woar to meete for the celebrati- 
on of their myſteries, about the violent compe- 
tition and contention berweete Damaſus and Yr- 
fieinus for the Papacie , and takes notice of 137, 
carcaſes drawen our of that Church where they 
met abouteleAion : and further writes, that Y+- 
wianss then Licutenantto the Emperor, was glad 
to make retrait into the ſuburbs till che rage were 
tempered,or the ſtrife ended, Afterthis,as a man 
all co neither part, and thereforc in all likeli- 
ood the more indifferent and iuſt in deeming 
rightly of the true ſtate of the cauſe, he gathers 
thechicfeſt motiue of contention and emulation 
about the meanes of compaſing this height, ro, 
proceede fromthe great caſe,wealth and honour 


| thatpreuailed and were ſurely (erled and eſtabli- 


ſhed in that dignitic. His reaſons are, for that 
Mutronerum oblationibus ditabantur they were cn- 
| Nn 2 riched * 
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riched with the offerings of matrones or great 
Ladies : they rodein Coaches publiquely : they 
were choiſely ſuted in their Apparell : their 
dier daintic, and ſometimes aboue the rate and 
vſe of Princes in the times of their banqueting, 
T hat Damaſus a competitor was one of theſe, 4m 
wiaxus doth not affirme, much lefſe do I beleeue; 
finding with what reſpe& and reuerence S. Hie- 
rome thathad bin himſelfe a Pricſt of Rowe doeth 
ſpeake of him : yertthe maner of his clyming and 
aſpiring tothe ſcate was ſcandalous not only yn- 
to ſuch as were religiouſly deuoute, bur euento 
Ammianus Marcellinus that was but morally pre- 
ciſe, as docth appeare by that graue iudgement 
which he giues of the bleſſed ſtate, which as hee 
rhinkes the BiſhoÞs of Rowe might enioy,1n calc 
they liucd in that ſober maner,With that bare dy- 
et,mcancapparell, and humble lookes caſt to the 
ground, which other biſhops in the countrey did, 
ncicher taſting nor cſteeming thoſe choiſe plea- 
ſures and delights which the delicacie and great 
aboundance of that place aforded them. 

This paſsion of a Writer whom wee account 
prophane, in reſpe& hee was vnregenerare to 
Chriſt, nor nurſed by the breſt of his ſpouſe the 
Church, puts mee in minde of a zealous paſsion 
in Hettor Boetius a great Romane Catholike vpon 
this very ſubie@ in the Scottiſh hiſtory, Huinſ 
mods antiſtites quam ſunt illorum diſimiles , quis a> 
werſa ingrediuntur vis cum locum illorum oc cupent, 
&c. Hee wonders at the difference __—_ 

ole 
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thoſe Biſhops, and orhersat this day which ſuc- 
ceeding 1n their places , take another courſe : 
they gliſtered not in Gold , they were not reſi- 
ant-in Princes Courts , they were not attended 
by guards , nor skilfull in the Arte of difſem- 
bling , more gainefull by many degrees then 
that of Poetry , Which the Vniuecrſities vſe ro 
crowne with Lawrel, This mooued Boniface (I 
meane the Martyr, not the Challenger) to pre- . 
ferre the deuotion of the golden Biſhops, that in 
the Churches pouertic adminiſtred with greater 
feruencie in woodden Chalices, before the vani- 


 tieof many blockiſh Biſhops thatin a richer ſtate, 


with more ſolemanitie and lefſe zeale,admuniſter 
in Chalices of gold; becauſg as Hirome notes, 
externall riches adde notto tREworth of him qus 
rorpus Domini in caniſtro imine , ſangainem in vi- 
tro portat : that carries the body of our Lordin a 


' Wicker basker,and his blood ina glafſe. I would 


not bee conceiued by this ſpeach, to fauour their 
ridiculous conceits, that _ to draw the ſub- 
ſtance or the value of thoſe veſſels in which Sa- 
craments are adminiſtred, to the firſt ſimplicitie: 
forthe reaſon of Yries iudging it indecent for him 
to lodge in domo cedrina cum arca Dei efſet ſub pel- 
kbas, ; Dc me to a greater eftimation of veſſels 
appertcining rofo high a myſterie. For ſure I am, 
at the value ofthe content, doth infinitely ſur- 
mount the cotinent; & in Adjaphoru,that is,things 
indifferent , wee are left to the rule of decencie.

inſtant with multiplication of merrals and mines 
rals, the labour which is made for chargesand 
emploiments for commoditic alone without cons

tue,and the ranging of internall pietic to external 
pompe , thoughoot-both'ir were better , that wee 
Wanted meanes that are ſuperfluous , then the 
moderation that is neceſſary, For Chryſoitomey 
notes two great abſurditics in cramming Chur« 
ches til ſacicty coſtraine them to regorge:the one, 
tharLay-men are depriued of occaſion ro ſhew 
charitic : the other, that the paſtours thenaſelues 
often negle@ their gueries, ro become colleQors, 
This is no groundTor gleaning from the Church, 
whichat ts day docth rather need Largitore his 
lari , quam intcrprete maledico : but to proue that 
i againſt exceſle and height,are the (u- 
reſt tenures , and the ſtrongeſt pillars of ſtabilirie: 
for in ſe magna rawnt: ſunmiſg, negatum e# ſtare din; 
In defence of Ammienus Marcellinn from cxceps 
tion citherof partiality or 1gnorice in that which 
he ſpeaketh of the Marrones, I'vouch a manifeſt 
decree ſet forth, ( not by the Leeches and blood- 
ſuckers ofthe Church, but by Yelentinian and Gr- 


tian, rolent and Worthy Princes ) againſt any , 


gaine to be made by the Prieſts of the Church by 
Ladies offerings; and this decree was publiſhed 
by Damaſus himſelfe , according to direQion of. 
State: which proues that Ammienu in the iudge- 

| | ment 
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ment which he gane couching the morines of dif- 
ſenuon,and oppoſition,ſpake not idlely, 

To make wu caſe more plaine , ' whoſocuer 
raiſeth any further doubt, may learne-of S; Hie- 
rome, That ſome fuch exceſle, (or at the leaſt o- 
verſight)was cenſured about that time: where he 
ſeemes notto be ſo much gricued and perplexed 
with the publiſhing of fuck: a Law lighting vpon 
inſt deſert, as with the mociue of that Law, which 
Was greedinefſe, Therefore our Engliſh Biſhops 
inthe time of Edward the third , aſſented (though 
vawillingly)to the limitting of Churchreuenues, 
when the States necelsity pur im a caueat; And the 
Pope himaſelfe pretended neither quarrell nor vn- 
kindeneſſe to S. Lewes of Fragze, for inhibiting 
thegraunt of any more lands or reucnues , then 
had bene conuertedin former times to Churches 
Withour his priuitic, 

The ground of this refpe&iue caution and 
moderation,I take to be deriucd from the courſe 
which eAoyſes helg , being a perſon aſwell pub- 
likely wiſe,as ſpiritually deuour, in commanding 
allthe peoples offerings of beneuolence and pie- 
tietoceaſe, after he had drawen in that propor- 
tion which was ſufficient for the furnicureof the 
Tabernacle, where God was to be ſerucd and ho- 
noured. For the leaſt:exceſſe 1n things (which 
With moderation are laudable) doeth eaſily dege- 
nerate mto- vice, arid all-rutnes-to urrS.hem. 42 
tranſcends the due proportion-of nofriſhment. 
Wee may ſoone be: taughrin Geneſis, — 

ds WHAIC 
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. which could bce ſatiſfied with no moderate de. 
grees of altirude, in ſecking to builde Caſtels in 
theaire;beforotherr ſpires and battlements might 
touch theclouds, were confounded in their owne 

idleneſle. + 
You haue heard how the Churches of Rowe 
and Alexandris were ingoulted in the deepes of 
Secular principality to the wound of Monarchie, 
although Spiritnchs pore es now ideo prefidet,ut tey- 
rene itt ſuo iure praindicium faciat , faith a learned 
Schooleman. But how hardly in the meane time 
the Ciuil State did brooke theſe ſlips, let vs learne 
(if wee deale indifferent'y) of Orettes, who was 
then Lieutenant for the Emperour,and complai- 
ncth bitterly of ſ9me Biſhops, 2ued per eos ned 
nihil dc auttoritate corum detrattum eſſet , qui adms 
gittratus gerenaos deſrenati efient , that they drew 
much from the auctoritic of thoſe perſons, which 
wece appointed to beare Office, This gallant 
gentleman began very earely to diſcoucr (and by 
che breake of day ) by what degrees theanyſterie 
of ambition began ro mine 1ato the-ſtrength of 
Manarchie: hee feared ( and not without great 
likelyhood ) leaſt Princes ſeeking to reſunietheir 
rights , might in time bee dealt withall, as the 
badger was by the hedghogge. For being woun- 
ded with the prickles of his offenftue gueſt, 
whom atthe firſt he welcomed and entertained 
in hiscabine as an inward friend, he manerly de- 
fired himto depart ia kindeneſle' as he came , but 
yet could receiue-no- other fatiſfation to hisiult 
nid v expoſtu- 
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expoſtulation then , That he for his owne part, 


found himſfelfe to bee very wellar eaſe, and they 
thatwere not, had rcaſon to ſecke our another 
ſeatthatmight like them better. He foreſaw by 
this forcrunning hght, That Miſletow and Iuic 
ſucking by their ſtrair embraces, the very ſappec 


that onely giueth vegetation, from the roots of 


the Oake & hawthorne, muſt bloome and flou- 

riſh of neceſitie, when the trees ſhould wither, 
I know that Ciuill wriſdi&ion in that good 
meaſure which is compatible with a paſtours 
charge7is ſofar from that inconuenicnce ofhin- 
dering the growth of pictie (as ſome conceue)as 
it rather ripens the fruics which in a further di- 
ſtance from the Sunne , are either nipped by the 
froſt , or blaſted by ſome bitter winde: So asac- 
cording to that of Nahum, Reſiduum locuite Brucus 
denoret,] taxc thoſe onely thar preſume by forged 
euidence to contend and ſtriue with mightic 
Princes for their Seats}, or attempt to ſer them 
beſides their Thrones, which the blefſed Virgine 
makes a portion of Gqds owne 19976. v0 O- 
therwiſe I fay with Pas! of all the faithfull, $; ix 
ills mundrs iudicabitar , indigni ſunt qui de minimus 
tudicent? If the world ſhalbe judged by them, are 
they vaworthy ro decide marrers of leaſt ac- 
compt? Andagaine,S# Angeles indicent,quanto ma- 
2 ſecularia? And therefore Epiphanius che Biſhop 
of Cypres is. highly commended in the ſtories of 
the Church , for the diſcreet temperand decent 
otder he held in managipg affaires both Eccleti- 
Oo aſticall 


« 
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aſticall and temporall. The Councel of Carthage 
ynderſtood very perfely the way to moderate 
berwcene both extreames , and in fanning away 
the ſmoke of pride, to preſerue the gloſſe of yn- 
foiled modeſtic. But the Patriarch of Conſlanti- 
nople finding by carefull obſeruation of times and 
accidents what ſtrange effe&ts the church of Rome 
had wroughtin raiſing Patriarchall iuriſdiQions 
as high as the iclouſic of gouernmenrtandincom- 
patibiliry of imperiall prerogatiue would endure, 


aduentured ypon the wings of pride,to mount fd | 


far aboue the pitch of his other parteners, as if S, 
Gregoryhimſelfe had not abated thus p_ ption 
Ln the ſtrength of arguments,then the edge 
of power , it is notvnlike but hee would haue 


"made himſelfe in the end by faftion of adherems 


fimilem alt i{ims. 

Thus caſic itis for many graines of ſand by Nep- 
tunes bleſsing to make a ſhelfe : for many Pexer 
pence by 1nas bountic to make a bancke : and by 
gathcting a great heape of ſtickes rogerher by Mk 
neruas prouidence,to makea neaſt high and wide 
ynough for long winged Hawkes to breed in the 
proportion of their owne catneſtly affeQed; and 
long labourecd:ſublimitic. Such:were the drifts 
and deuices for the ſpace of many yceeres of cer- 


taine Romaxe Biſhops, oftenſtrayning, but neuer 
reaching to their end;, which was, to make ariſe 
fo high, as might carry them ouer. the heads of 


Emperorsrill more then 300, yeeres after the ſes 
ecſs10n of Confiantine and his ſucceſſors — 
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Eaſt, their Lieutenants wanting now that Gor- 
ons head of ynwerſall regiment and vnited 
| nktery » Whereof they had diſpoſed formerly, 
till that ynluckie diuiſion of one Eagles necke in« 
to two, Which made the faireſt bird a monſter, as 
according to that one noted maxime of our Saui- 
our , Omne reenum in ſe diniſum, deſolabitur , gaue 
way, though much againſt cheir willes , to thar 
Improuement of the wuri{diftion of Peters keyes, 
Which hath not ſince that time bin leſle feared, 
then at the firſt it was fauoured. The firſt mo- 
tive of the tranſlating of the Weſterne Empire 
into the Eaſt, as Socrates reportes , Was chiefly to 
this end, vt vwlnera que erant 4 tyranns inflitta,illis 
jam ſublatis tollerentur , for the cure of thoſe 
wounds which were guen by tyrants, now that 
they were rid out of the way. Men liked of this, 
= Hrmatanyr the diſcourſe that vrged it, till 
experience, together with their owne diſaſters, 
made them finde, that ( of both extreames ) ir is 
better toadmit an outward diſtemper,then an in- 
ward combuſtion, The cbbe hath not bin grea- 
ter by thewayning ofthe Empire, then the flood 
hath bin ex ey ain by the waxing of the 
Church : which finding that her beames are 
brighceſt, & her glory greateſt whileche Sunne is 
oC our horizon , from which ſhee borrowes 
and deriues her light, hath ſought cuer ſince with 
her beſt diligence to quit her ſelfe of thoſe rayes 
imperiall which by vicinitic may weaken , or by 
communion may darken her. Itis true that Con- 
—_—_; 628  flaniine 
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flantine vpon the change did at the firſt exempt” 
Biſhops only, but nor P:3gſts-from conuention 11 
Ciuill Courts 3 the firſt ſteppe to that grearneſle- 
(Which was-#n obiefo ) tothe Papacie, Gratian in 
the ycere 380. and Howoriws in the yere 496.con- 
firmed it, Theogoſins and Valentinian were plca- 
(cd for encreaſe of fauour,that Prieſts alſo in lieu 
of Ciuill Iudges , might rake their tryall before 
Biſhops,ifche parties intereſſedinthe cauſe could 
be ſatiſhed, Inſtinian more reſeruedly then his 
Anteceſlors, expounds the meaning of the grant 
of matters onely apperteining to the Church, 
not otherwiſe, and tor hs labour receiues a wipe 
at the hands of Bellarmine. Heyaclius exempreth 
Biſhops and Prieſts abſolutely from all Courts, 
exccpting oncly that of Delegates fromrthe.Em- 
perour. But Guicciardine no Lutherane or Z uin- 
glian, as many tearme perſons ofa diuers.iudge- 
mentin our dayes, but a Rowane Catholike; nos 
Germane or Heluetian, butan Italian; no Simpleſt, 
bur a man as dcepely learned, as diſcreetely wdi- 
cious, obſerues thatthough ſome darke cloude 
had ouercaſt a portion 'of the beames Imperial 
inthe higheſt ſphere, yettill this time ofthe tran- 
flation of the Scare to ConFantineple , and a good 
{paceafter, many tokens both of humble reve- 
rence,and reſpetwe regard-to-the Ciuill ſtate, 
were euident. For the Popes Without admittance 
cither of the Emperors themſclues , or of their 
Licutcnants called Exarches, aſcend nor to the 
throne, The Popes in alltheir graunts and pub- 
lique 


the late Trattors. 
Ique'diſpatches , ſer downe the date by theſe 


wordes , Regnante domino noſtro , ſuch orſuch an 
Emperor. Though by variation of umes(which 
bregdes a change 1n all bodies, ſtates or gouerne- 
ments beneath rhe Moone) this good maner be- 
2an to bee firſt abated, and in time determined. 
Afﬀer this vnlucky ſeparation ofthe Greeke head 
from the Latine body, firſt, it fell into a kinde of 
giddineſlc : after, into imbecillitie , rhe cauſe of 
dangerous conuulfions in- thoſe eſtates , and like 
top Cranehes that are not duely tedde andnouri- 
fed with the liucly ſappe of their owne natiue 
roote , they fell afterward ro Warpeand wither 
both in-beaury and glory. The Princes grew day- 
ly more and more into contempt, cither out of 
want of defire,orability,or both, to deferid :apur 
Impery from incurſions of infidels, oppreſsions 
of vſurpers,and attempts of conſpirators, Then 
fell the' Grandes of Italy, to renounce all duetie, 
contriburions , or relicfes to the farre diſtant pa- 
ralle] : from which as from a gulfe they found no 
refluxe. They drew backe obedience from Lieu-- 
renant gonetnours, Who gaſping (almoſt at the 
yery laſt poynt) for breath , could light ypon no 
true cordiall to comfort them, poſtes could not 
plye ſo faſt berweene Rome and Conſtantinople, as 


' occaſion of ſtate did vrge 3 and beſide , which is 


the moſt deſperate' effe&t of a declining fortune, 
meſfengers were employed oftentimes with in- 
terceſ5ion, but returned cuer without remedie; 
diſputations were lane , expeCtations idle, afte- 
Qions, mutinous, 1 
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And though I finde by the beſt writers, that du 


rig this time of ſtaggering, ſo long as any ſparke 
of hope could liue, cither of ſecure defence, or 
umely and ſutfcent ſupplics, the Biſhops ende- 
uoured their beſt to _— 

in the breaſt of feare : Yetatthelaſt the Ciuill 
ſtace declining, the Church farnting,and all hope 
languiſhing, when both Peeres and Biſhops wa- 
ſted like Images of waxe 4 petit few,telt che <> af 
well of che domeſtical,as the forraine {word,and 
waxed weary of the fruttleſſe comforts that were 
ſent out of the Eaſt; they reſolued ioyntly to call 
in their next neighbours the French for proteQi- 
on, Who were able to defend them with a ſtron- 
ger arme , a quicker diſpatch, and a better purſe 
then this ſuncke eſtate ſurrounded with an Oce» 
an of incurable extremitics. Thatthere wanted 
in the Pope both then and cuer {ince, afteion,in+ 
ucnton,or expedition,to raiſe Romeonceagaine, 
though inanother element,ex Albe ruinu,to draw 
their generation of greatneſle, out of the corrup- 
tion of power, and to make their beſt aduantage 
of their errours that were wont to giue them a 
commanding checke, they may belecue that find 
no grounds of judgement of experience and 
trueth to concciue otherwife. For being put in« 
Fe) ; at this long deſired and lately plan- 
ted Emperour, of a fatisfation both for profite 
and for power proportionable -ro the paines 
Which they had raken, Cum ſudore wultue che tremos 
re coxajs, about the new cſtabliſhmen, they found 
Ws Ss other 
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other meanesto:multiply their omg and cre- 
direcuery day, by taking ſure hold of opportunt- 


- tic, which bcing loſt withadlenefle, rerurnesno 


more to expeQation, They began then to eſta- 


 Hiſhtheir eſtates inthat height of ſecuritie, from 


the frownes of predominant commands, which 
many oftheir predeceſlors hadeagerly apprehen- 
ded, Tangquam (ado muliexem amplexans , & ſuſÞi- 
yans ( as the Prophet ſpeakes ſignificantly in-an- 
other point ) but yer failed of the finall ſcope and 
reward of their induſtry, 

The ſtrongeſt adamant that drew reverence 
and loue to the' Church of Rowe inthe firſt ſpring 
of Religion, was the conſtancie of ſo many godly 
Biſhops, as With the ſtreames- of their blood wa- 
tered-the-plants of their profeſv10n , defiring ra- 
ther ro die with honour , then to-deny with infa- 
mic. Beſide; i is certaine,that during the ſhot 
time of their ſitting in that Seat,therr chicfeſtend 
was to binde'$bbieQs to-Superiors with ſogreat 
obedience, & SupertorstoSubictts with ſo-great 
conſcience, as- n 2 men were eſteemed both 
moſt godly and moſt happy, that were cither in- 
fpired with their pictie, or groundedypon their 
principles. S. Peters Gally might very well hold 
on a conſtant and happy courſe for a while after 
the maine ſtroke of oarcs didceaſe, tharwas ſec 
out at the firſt with the force and- induſtry of ſo 
many worthy Mariners, as made for no other 
port then heaucn: which obſeruation cannor bee 
thought ſtrange, by imen that ynderſtand _ 

ard: 
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hard or almoſtynpoſible iris forone Prince that 
is humorous , ſucceeding many that were go« 
and Iudicious, ro worke vpon the ſuddaine any 
dangerous effe&, by countermotionor oppoſi- 
on tothe ſpheares: of rhe former gouernment, 
'Forrorhe raifing ofthis height vpon the foun- 
dation of Religionand Integritie , ſome brought 
ſtone, ſome timber, ſome lime, ſome ſand, and 
ſome gaue their owne labour and direftion gy4- 
ti : Every one affording _ and helpes ac- 
cording ro the meaſure. of their ſtrength, orthe 
proportion of his abilitie. Butafrerthatthe Bi 
ſhops began ro finde. the ſtrength of their owne 


Eſtates by remoucs of Emperours , and that in . 


ſtead of little caſe,they gor elbow roome;1twasa 
meane to make them ſtrerch theirarmes , and ex- 
tend theit forces into Elemcnts., which like Texrs 
incoonita, Were before vnknowen ta them, 
>Joine of the moſtarrificially and refinedly am- 
bitious ; firiding; by the Remane ſtories (asitis 
Probable ) that Ceſar was neuer abſolue'in pow: 
er, Priuſquam 09207 FIT 0 cum Ceſarea pt 
rentia coniunxiſſet , hold it as ſound a courſe for 
chem, ſecking rhelikein another climare, C eſare- 
am cum pontificis eoninyzere, making no doubt 
bur as in 'Abſtrafts they had bene regarded with 
reuerence : fo inConcreto, they might bee feared 
with'obſeruation. The neceſsitie which infor- 
cedall 7talians after the: utc of Charlemaine, 
ro:rely: ypon the Popes bg for: common defence: 
thebondofconſcience,which mooued the'grea- 
ter 
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reſt part of the world an thoſe:dayes; roi reforrro 
Rome, ethct for {atisfaftionto ſoules jor forpre- 
ſcruation of vnjrie: the confidence of Empcrours 
and/Kiogs:in compromitting cauſes of vakinde- 
velle or daflcention ro. ſuch a Biſhop, as-protel5ing 
likeafatherequall affeQion and renderneſſeywas 
not {u{peted of halting on either fide: the ſtrife 
arid omulation of mighty Porcntates to aſſure 
themlelues ofthe loue and. friendſhip of thar par: 
ty, Whom the greater.nabertegardedasa Iudge,

crucified : the exerciſcof S. Peters keyes, by bin- 
ding and looſing ſinnes in a kinde of excellencie, 
and ſupcreminencic aboue other Biſhops in-all 
arts of Chriſtendome : the conceit which Was 
olden of a Biſhops conſcience , whom the Ca-

keycs. With S.Pauls (word, tothis end, that while 
the one dad bows locks, the other (like that of Ne- 
bemizs ) might cur off impediments: The great 
reuenucand demaine, Which was annexed to $, 
Peters chaixe,, firſt by the Charter ofChaylemaine, 
and then by the grear Counteſſe M awaes Legacy: 
The Popes-arte 1n-contriuing the maner 'of the 
choiſe of Emperours by the Corucſters. of Gey- 
wary, rather then by occaſion of making their 
returnes to Rome, their teeth might beeſer on 
edge with a freſh appetite, to taſte of the forbid- 
den fruite Which growes in Horrs medio, and 
thereby compaſsiagthe tree of the knowledge of 
Good & Euill; couered wtthche leaues of limitas 
tion for ſo many yeres,to make theireſtates once 
againe abſolute : The Popes caution in referui 

to himſelte, as it were in depoſite. a (peciall —_ 
(only for pretence) of crowning and confirming 
Emperours at Rome ,cuen after they haue bene 
eleed and crowned m Germaxy , though when 
they ſought it, they did ſeldome compaſlicit: The 
Popes eye to the reteyning of thoſe rights and 
royaluesinthe Princes Ele&ors. handes , which 
were morgaged by precedent Emperors, leaſtthe 
brooſed feathers of the Eagle , imped once with 
theſe hard quils,, might againe bee able ro ca- 
ry her vp to the ſpireofthe Capuol! : Thelong 
laſting ; and ſtrongly- working tation in Ita/yof 
the Geelphes and Grbellines, Imperiall and Ponrth- 
call:. The faſt league betweene rac Pope and -w 
Frenc 
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French Kings, cuer labouring to maintaine the 
ſtrength of the Holy.armes,againſtal violent and 
ſturdy ſtormes , as a plant of his owne policie : 
The rule which hath bene .cuer prouidently ob- 
ſcrued and kept by the Popes,in eſchewing quarell 
or contention With any powertull Prince tn E- 
rope , before he make himſelfe: fure of a party op- 
polite 1n the ſame degree, and likely fo farreas 
the wit or ayme of any mortall creature is able 
to extend to make rhe march too hard for him : 
The ſure hold which the Popehach of the hearts 
and ſeruices of all the Cleargies, 1n as many king- 
domes as are Romanly Catholique,by exerciſing 
the intereſt cither of inueſtingor confirming Me- 
trapolitancs, that hauc the higheſt charge in the 
Church, and draw the conſciences and deuony- 
ons of Lay ſoules after them, by dire& depen- 
dencie : The Popes cuſtome of ſorting Cardinals 
and officers for the Church out of ſuch powerful 
and worthy families,as may make both theri.and 
all theirallies and friends to bee intheir devotion 
and gratitude more faſt to them : Thereſeruati- 
on of certaine caſes , whercin the Pope onelywill 
giue himſclfe Commiſsion of ” and Terminey, 
thereby preſsing the greateſt bell-weathers of the 
flocke wichour an cxpreſle relaxation, ab rpfo ore 
Apoſtolico to appeare perſonally : The deuiceof 
ſending Princes to the Holy land , ſo ſoone as e- 
uerthey began cither.ro picke quarrels with the 
Church of Rome , or might be made by their ab- 
ſence of better vſe toir: The locallinterdiQions 
Pp z of 
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of Prieſts by warrant from the Pope, ro.celebrate 
forthe fatis faction of ſoules which (fo farre as 1 
haue read ) was firſt ſet on broach among our 
Engliſh Biſhops by Alexander the third, aboutthe 
yecre 1 170. but not very luckely to thoſe that by 
obſeruing them with a ſtrickrer kindeof obedi- 
ence and a\ve ,then the Lawes of the Realme 
would admit, werein great perill of their owne 
poſſeſsions,wath lofle of Libecries. 

Laſt of all;the garriſons and forts which haue 
bene creed and mainteined in defence of $.Pe- 
ters patrimony , were high ſteps ro cary and con- 
ney the Pepeto thar hei Fr of cruſhing Princes 1n 
tharowne Element, which many quarrell, ſome 
collerate; but in very crueth (ifrhe caſe come once 
ro be ther owne ):nonefauour, Solong ( faitha 


rene and learned writer and a Romane Catho- 


cke) as the Popes attended thoſe charges onely 
that concerned. the ſoule, their chiefeſt care, des 
fire & ſtudy was to be proteed vnder the wings 
ofthe Seculateſtare : Bur the ſtate of the Empe- 
rors declining faſterthen they roſe, the:Popes b 
Fanne to_negle@ both their armes and amine; 
then fell they ro defend by writing and diſcourle; 
that it belonged rather tg the Church rogue 
Lawes to the Empire, then to receme- fromthe 
Emperour; pceſstng'forward ſtill without loo- 
king backe , for feare perhaps of being tranſfor- 
med with thewife of Lot; 1n fiatuem (als , and ab- 
horring nothing more then'the very found bf a 
Remittey to the creeping ſtate of their firſt ſimpl1- 
| Citic, 
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citic, they Wreſted cenſures of the Church,cithes 
to the paſsions of humor, or proportion of ſtate: 
They ſtudicd more induſtriouſly the wayes of 
making Warres and heaping treaſure,then of ſtca- 
ring Peters Ship , or inſtructing ſoules ; They 
ſought more ſlyly chen ſincerely to make their 
Conliſtory ſtrong by the ſupport of ryranis and 
yſurpers , which Lavin caſt oft Ceſars yoke with 
contempt of lifarmed oſtentation , found no 
meane ſo proper as the countenance: of. the 
Church of Rome , for their eſtabliſhment bath in 
dignitic and ſecuritie, For proofe whereof, I wiſh 
ir may be tried by ſhquiſition, whether Robert Gui- 
ſeard hauing filched Paug/ia from the ſacred Em- 
pire , that 1s a faire feather from a feeble bird, 
ſought nor after tharto-hold it of the Pope in fee: 
And whether Roger King of Sicily in the yeere 
1130, poſleſſed not himſelfe of that kingdome by 
ſuch a tricke of /eezer aw maine (for all was filb that 
came to. Peters nct, about that time) and many 
his ſucceffors.in that corruption both of conſct- 
ence and conucrlation,becarne now rather Psſca; 
tores Imperiorum quam howinum ; Though the 
ccalure of $.Paul extended onely ad interiiumear- 
24,but not poiteritatis vel diademaths. + - * 

 Afterthis ſome of them mounted to that ppine 
ofchallenge, as they were not aſhamed tg take 
ypon. them the prerogatiug of depoſling Bmpe- 
rors,, For Renyfoce the 8. after hee had preſenied 
himſclfe.( as the Geywane Catholiques report) to 
the eye of the world in his habite meecrely Secus 
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lar, that is, with a Crowne on his head , a {word 
girtby his fide, and with profeſsion that hee was 
aſwell a Ceſar as a Pope , atthe nextleape gaue a 
greater ſtraine,claymung precedence of Phy che 

French King, Tam in Spiritualibus, quam in Tempo- 
ra/ibus; though ſome of the moſt learned among 
the Scholemen oppoſe abſolutely to this Paradox; 

and may as fitly wonder art rhis armed Pope, as 

the Prior of Dureſme did of his Earled Biſhop, 0 

quim manifeite ian exorbitat noiter Epiſcopus wy 

formatus 4 veiticys Santti Cuthberti. Vrbane with- 
drew notonely the perſons, bur boa the goods of 

the Cleargie from the trials of Ciuil Courts, In 

caſeof Treaſon the Popes would oftentimes haue 

exempted Biſhops from the Barre, though Prin- 

ces abſolnte woul4 neuer yeeld to this demaund 

as 2 right by acknowledgement: howſocuer at 

the Popes requeſt, ſome of them haue bene pleaſed 

to remit wrongs out of Indulgencie. Let Platina 

giue cuidence concerning ſtrange deuiſes vented, 

and plots vndertaken, to bring allthe Princes of 

theworld to hold their Crownes 4Adplacitam, and 

in effe& ac the will of Peters Succeſſor, Some 

being'called in queſtion for perſonall tranſgrel(- 

ſions : ſome for idle words : ſome for taking patr 

wich, Princes whom Popes hated : ſome for refu- 

fing co participate in Altions which the Pope fa- 

uoured : ſome that the Pope» might preferre his 

owne friends to their ſeates : ſome for ſtanding 

Riffely againſt humors our of ſuſpition : ſometo 

make the Pope himſelte more ſtrong ; ſomerime 
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to. make his enemies more weake, Andiſure I am 
by confeſs10n of thoſe chat tn Religion were cuer 
conſonant to the Romane Canons, that after once 
that rule of Gregory Was riucted ingo the conſcr- 
ence of Chriſtians ( which in thok: dayes were 
more fearefull ro offend, then ſtudious tolcarne) 
Semtentiam Indic quamus iniuſtam timendam efſe 5: 
that the ſeutence of a Iudge is to: bee feared, 
though vniuſt : howſocuer all the Lawes of Ex- 
rope.in this caſe by the grounds of natnre grant ap- 
peales,what quarrel ſocuer it pleaſed the Pope out 
of diſpleafure, juſt or vniuſt, to pretend himſelfe 
deing euer ( for the moſt part) both Iudge and 
patty, that muſt be ſatisfied to the full, thought 
colt an Emperour his Crowne. 

And becauſe Homo ſpiritualu indicatur a nemine, 
ſome of the Canoniſts proceeded fo- farre in 
flattery after theſe encouragements,as ro exempt 
the Popes cenſure from examination, though they 
carrie with them heapes of ſoules ro-hell : which 
though the wiſer and the better ſort rei, as 2 
doQrine fitter for the ſchoole of Mahomer then a 
ſcholler ofthe Church; yer will it be evercecko- 
ned andreputed probably as wel error pr edicatio- 
nw, as conuerſationis, fo long: as it. ſhall paſſe the 
print Without reproofe; and to vſec the phraſe of 
S.Hierome vpon like occaſions priuſquem Aiteriſco 
iupuletar, Emmanuel the Greeke Emperour cra+ 
uing carneſtly.of Alexander the third, that both 
Empares of the Eaſt and Weſt might bereunited 
for a greater ſtrength and a more aſſured ſupport 


againſt 
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againſtrhe enemies ofthe faich; his anſwere was,

as for the ſinnes of the multicude. They had read 


| that $. Perer.chefirſt founder of the Church of 


Rome, was called Sarhay for giuing counſell ( that 
was not-ſound) to our Sautour after the beſtow- 
ing of thoſe titles of ag which many 
vrge. They finde him pinched: not behinde his 
backe,bur reproued to his face by S.Paal, for that 
hedid not holde..a ſtreight courſe for the propa- 

ation ot the faith. They learned of an Apalile, 
ja farre only to follow p66 22s they were found 
ro follow Chrift. They heard thatmany Popes had 
reuoked their firſt cenſures vpon betterinforma- 
tion: that L/exander the third gaue free ibertie 
tothe Archbiſhop of Rawenna ofabitinence from 
atisfationto his owne directions , ſo as Withall 

egauethe rcaſon which moued hum co abſtein; 


And that Adrian bimſclfe enforceth not obedi- 
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ence meaente dubio, fo long as the point Was th 
queſtion,or trauerſed, They were greatly moos 
ued With the preſedents of thoſe religious and 


faithfull auditors at Thifſalonice, that examined 
the paſſages of holy writ alledged by S. Pawl,for 


the better trialt of rhe do@rine ex zte ſe haberent, 


whether they were vouchedin arightand pro 
ſcacc orno. Laſtofall, becauſe Tos found the 
riviledge ofnot erring in the Pope to be limitred: 
by the ſchoolemen themſclues,to marrer of faith, 
not-of policic, and to be rather carhedtall chen 
perſonall, Ir was a courſe familiar and vſuall a+ 
mong many graue Biſhops of that age , koex

For though 
Salomon ſpared the life of 4biathar out of a ſpe- 
ciall fauour,and a kinde of reuerence to Relgion, 
Lwia portanit Arcam Domini, þecauſe he had once 
caried. the Arke of God; yerby.that he calls him 
virum mortss, I may lawhully. conclude , what in 
Ju ſticc he might haue done concerning life : but 
of his deprivation the Text it ſelfe giues cleare 


euidence. 


I adde-tathis example the learned Lan, a 
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_ exempted by his funQton from triall before a 
Tudge meerely Secular : and forproofe hereof no 


man can wiunefle better then Ph:lip de Comynes, 
what ſlight anſwer was giuen by the Freach king 
his Maſter, to the Popes inceſſant ſuit by the Nen- 
tio,for the releaſe of a Cardinall, whoſe place and 
dignitic was more eminent. 

In Spine it ſelfe, which ſeemes in thus age to be 
moſt preciſe and tender of that point which is 
termed the Churches libertie(cthough neither cir- 
cumſcribed within any certaine limits of admir- 
tance, nor defined till chis day by any dofQour of 
either Law, ) their owne writers auow, That the 
Biſhop of Conmmbre was coſtrained by theState to 
recall a ſentence againſt the King, which the Pope 
himſclfc had both encouraged and iuſtified. Dors 
Pedro King of Aragon in ſcorne of the Popescharge 
vader paine of cenſure, not to take ypon him ary 
longer the title of thar Crowne, which,out ofhis 
owne particular aftetion he had ſertled before 
ypon another Princes head, incituled himſelfe 
Imperatorem mars, regnorum dominum, meanin 
rather ro aduance then diſmiſſe his ſtile by rhe 
Popes ladder. 

Many of their Kings,as I could exprefleat ber- 
ter leaſure, haue withſtood peremprory cenſures 
ofthe Church of Rome , almoſt Ad deliquinm ani- 
we, ſometime vpon ſuppoſition of incontinen- 
cie: ſometime vpon the ſtay of the maine ſtrooke 
of that oarein their eſtate : ſometime about col- 
lations, rranfpoſitions, inueſtitures,withour any 

ſ inward 
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inward gall or vexation of conſcience for exaſ- 
perating a Popes humor in defence of their owne 
prerogatiue. Ler the walles and battlements of 
the Caſtle Saint Angelo 1n Rome beare record of 
the pietic , paticnce and hnmilitte of Charles the 
fifth, Grandfather to the King of Spaine now reg- 
nant , When the Pope_-in paſsion ouerſtrayned 
both the duery of a Childe,and the patience of fo 
orcata Porenrate. I thinke M. Garner wil admit, 
that theſe thouſand yeeres there was not a more 
obedient daughter to the Church of Rome then 
Queene Marie, that could neuer reſt in quier, till 
ſhe had reduced the ſtraying ſheepe ofher Domi- 
nions, as ſhe concciued, to S, Peters Folde t and 
yer Wirhour' regard or awe of the Popes ſharpe 
cenſures againſt the King her husband, ſhe never 
auc ouer ayding him with Money, and aſsiſti 
Fic with Force, ullhe was perteQly reconcil 
tothe Church, andthefttife determined, Fotas 
by the Law of God ſhe found her ſelfe preciſely 
bound in cleauing to her husband , with whom 
by vnion ſhe became wx ceyro, ro forſake all thi 
world: Sointhe ſame Law ſhe findes in point '6f 
fatno ſtraighter bond, nor ſtronger wartantof 
obedience to.the ſentence of the Prieſt, then ſhe 
obſerues the Prieſt to ground himſelte yponthe 
Law of God, that is, quem ip/c ſecunditm Leven ds- 
cuerit , Which reſt is-1n deede that Lapu Lydinero 
which we ought all to reſort for the tryall of all 
coynes that arecurrant among Chriſtians, whoſe 
image or ſtampe ſocuer they ſeeme to beare} in 
caſc 
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caſe we finde them oftentimes embaſed by alaie, 
and apt to mine into the foundations of equitic 
and pictic, For ull I fee ircleare either by do- 
Qrine or experience, that- God created all men 
Steicks, or rather as void of ſence as ſtockes, and 


inſtruted Popes nor only diſpenſatores iryſtertoyum, 
diſtribucers of hismyſteries , wider io elos 
luck, as Angels of light, or more then Ang of 
light, becauſc inthole as 7ob tecordes, inuenit pra- 
waters; | muſt borrow leauec in diſcerning mar- 
ters of. his qualitie, to'make vic of the lirtle rea- 
ſon, and the great reſpe& T haue * leauingrhoſe 
that are of another minde,to borrow ſuch diſcre- 
tion by obſeruation, which in this world all per- 
ſons at all rimes neicher'ener had, norcancuecr 
-»1By: theſe preſedencs 'and' many more , which 
time ſerues not to dilate or toenlarge, Tholdir 
very cleare, that both Princes and their Biſhops 
haucobeyed cheſe Papall cenſuresin twittersroy- 
ching their Prerogariue and State,neithier longer 
nor oftener then debilitie orneceſsitic eriforced 
them to abare their ſayles,in a ſtormeof diſtreſle: 
Thatdecrees priuatiue hauebin ofteii ſquared by 
lawes poſinne; and that albeit tianyKidpzhtne 
maile a ſhewW robe mildeſpeQtarors of thicirneighs 
bours harimes,. yet ifthecaſe cameonicetotoucl 
either their owne afteRion or their right ; they 
were content to reade wichout the offinary con- 
ſonatitsof the Romane alpbaber. Tf thei thewea- 
pons Wich which our Anteceſſots fought againſt 
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ambition and wrong , hauc bin caten into by the 
canckers of ſuperſtitious feare , or ouerawed 
by xetchleſſe floth; let vs ſcoure chem with the 
owder of Experience, ( ſince theſe hot alarmes 
_ to ſound) before wee be ſurpriſed in ouer 
great ſecuritic , and by reſorting often to the rule 
of Gods direction, Which is vera. Index et ſui & 
obliqui ,, wee ſhall the better vnderſtand, accor- 
ding to the qualitic of ſuperior commands,eithez 
tolay downe ourliues, or ſubmit our conformi- 
tic It was in my conceipt a paine well caken of 
late yeeres to reduce the Feaſt of our Sauiours 
Natit as neereto the right terme or period,as 
Arte and induſtrie could deuife, by raking vp the 
looſe Mjautes which by tracte of time, and mul: 
tiplication of degrees had drawen out a wider dis 
ſtance by certaine dayes, then. was conſonant to 
the firſt Calender ; and therefore the like labour 
in another kinde might worthily reduce chechal- 
lenge whuch Popes haue pretended in ſome caſes 
abque: Kings, ro the ſame proportion whichit 
held ynder Gregorie the firſt, Leo, and all other Bi- 
ſhops of that Sea before that date, by cutting off 
encrochments , which by fraftions of time hane 
brought the Churehinto ſcandale, & the greateſt 
art.of Princes into 1cloufie : For all rhis while 
pldnefſe vndertakes , wit contriues, afsiſtance 
furthers, conſcience prepares, ſcrupuloſitie con- 
ſents, ſtrengrh prevailes,and Maicſtiefuffers. 
Now muſt Ibegineither by M Garners teaue, 
or againſt his leaue, to rip vp the falle ſtirches * 
the 
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the Canon, Nos ſaniZorum predeceſiormim,confi- 
dently vouched at his friſt approchto the Coun 
cell board: after iuſtified before the Lords in 
Commitſsion : and atthis inſtant ſtood vpon ( as 
our oWne carcs can Witneſle ) in defence of thar 
ſuppoſedintereſt of _—_— or diſpatching law- 
wil Kings , which is the binding knor ofthe late 
Gordian Conſpiracic. For though wiſe men that 


eicher follow learned conſcience, or any certain- 


tie of direion or rule, will taxe M.Garners haſte 
in preſuppoling cenſures, which the Pope did ne- 
uer yet pronounce, in dealing worſe with his 
owne Souecraigne, then any other Prince in his 
condition, running Without an errand, and re- 
belling without a colour : yet Iwil take this Ca- 
non forthe time ale bee eſe as it lies, wt concaſſo 
fundamento arx ipſa concidat. This onely principle 
(ifT erre nor) hath more afflited,diſcredired,and 
diſabled the Popes meanes and inſtruments, 'in 
working his owne endes, then all cthebatteries 
that hauebeen bent againſt the Yaticen for the 


fpace of flue hundred yeeres, For whar Prince 


vnder heauen can repute his Stare ſecure, ſo long 
as euery ſmall diſtaſte to the Popes deſire may 
ground a challenge, the —— may procure 
a citation , the citation may Þ ceaſentence, 
the ſenrence' either negleted or nor fariſhed, 
loferres ay ther antes contumacy depriues the 
ſuppoſed delinquent of that honor whuch nature 
gmes, conſcience auvowes, and confent forrifies ? 
fo as in this caſe either Gregorie the ſeucnthin re- 
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{pc&of his-ill happe, or no other perſon vpon 
carth hath reaſon ro acknowledge thar rule' of 
the holy'Ghoſt, that i quo percamus, #* eodem ple- 
tiimur. The wordes ot the Canon ſtrongly bene 
againſt rhe Crowne Imperial of Aenry the fourth, 
are notmany,bur yer heauie, and in Engliſtthus: 
We obſeruing the Statutes of our holy Predeteſſors, doe 
abſolue thoſe that are bound by fidelitie and Oath toper- 
ſows excommunicated, from their Oaths, and doe forbid 
them to- obſerue 'or keepe thetr fealtie toward them, 
quouſque ipfi ad'fariffationem- yeniant, ill they 
come to yeelde ſatiſfattion. 

Thus farre the text of the Canon expreſs wer- 
bis : but ſince this is that pilluls aurea (orrather des 
axrata)that pill notof gold but gwlt,whiches pre- 
ſerued 1n:thecabincr of the Church of Rome to 

urge Princes-.of:thcir choller in morbis acatis i 
ws feauers:: that 1s,whenſocuer they beginne to 
fquare with the Pape about any point of Ecclefi- 
ohicall pterogariue-: and ſince Af. Garnet for his 
owne parr likes the compoſition fowdl, as that 
he ſhrinckes not-in defence thereaf tohazard the 
life ;and ſtate of his matchlefle Soueraigne, and 
hisRoyall iſſue, ſuppoſing themto be more ficke 
(God be thanked) then they finde themaſelues ; Ir 
behoucth mee our of affeftion and ducry ro my 
deare Soucraigne ( though otherwiſe vaworthy 
ſo muchas to gather herb agreftes with thar child 
of the Prophercamdze critice vpon this day criti- 
call, ro examine 'the firſt recipe as I finde it for» 
mallyſubſcrihed by the Popes owne hand, that by 
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more heedfull looking into the qualine of parti- 
cular ingredients, I may the berrer vnderſtand,by 
ynderſtanding iudge, and out of judgement re- 
folue how well at agrees with the preſcripts of 
meliorss e4i,both in proportion and properrtic, 
The firſt ingredient ( of obſcruingſtarutes,) 1 
confeſſero be of great eftet in working the cure 
of any gricuance to the Church or Common- 
wealth: but yet I find itnotof vie among the Ca- 
noniſts , that exempt the Pope from the Regular 
obſcruation of any Law or ſtatute, that out of his 
owneecleCtion he likes not to follow. Burto the 
matter,I would learne whoſe ſtatutes they are,or 
by whom enacted, or in what Parliament, that 
Gregory the ſeuenth,, entending to depoſe an Em- 
perour, ( eſtabliſhed by the prowdence of God, 
and taking Gods owne Office into his hand , by 
making himfelfe 1n this point Similem altifime) 
will obſcrue thus tenderly. Surely the Prapher 
David was ncuer in the number of thoſe prede- 
ceſſors that promulged any ſuch decree,condem- 
ting perſons with all kindes of preſumption or 
diſcontent , that ſball induce a Subic@roliftvp 
his hand comre wnitum Domins. Our Sautour 
was none of them, commaundiong his diſciples to 
giue vnto Ceſar what is Ceſars, and rather to en- 
dare, then offer violence to any man, much eflc 
to Magiſtrates. 8. Peter,that ougheto bethe firſt 
in reſpe& of the deſcent which che Popes denme, 
gaucneuer any voice to any ſuch decree: forlicc 
cnioynes obedience encn to Tyrants, whoſe au- 
5rVs choritie

full, proregibus , &F omnibus qui in ſubltmitate conſti- 
tuti ſant , for Kings , andallthoſe that are placed 
in ſublimitic , as at that inſtant Nero the tyrant 
Was; and to What end?that vnder them the Chri- 
ſtians might peaceably liuc, 

Out of the rancke of theſe predeceſſours, hee 
mult exclude Pope Xi//#s, who touching the rule 
of conſcience , reſolucd rather to obey God then 
man : but touching the point of obedience, made 
no kindof reſiſtance nor oppoſition to tyrannie, 
And Origens opinion Was , That omnia crimms 
que vindicari vault Deus,non per Antiſlites, + princi- 
pes Eccleſiarum ſed per mund: Indices voluit vindicari. 
Hee muſt exclude Marcelinas, that offended no 
magiſtrate any further, then ro make the Church 
of God know that Ceſars decrees were nolawfull 
warrants,as ſome taught,for Idolatry. Hemuſt 
exclude Cornelius , Who being charged with a 
courſe of encerrtayning intelligence by Letter, 
with $ Cyprian theBiſhop of Carthage(atthar time) 
proteſted at his deach , thatthe contents of rhoſe 
Letters had no otherend or drift, then preferua- 
tion of foules So farrewere they from deroga- 
tion of obedience to authoritie , as &Gregory had 
neuerread this ſtatute : for vnleſſe they will auow 
that Seruwss may be ſupra Dominum , Which Chri#t 
denics , they muſt confefle that Gregory acknow- 
ledging himſelfe a ſeruant to Mawritins , hecould 
neicher ouertop him, nor reigne ouer him. 

| Neither 
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Neither is itprobable that Pope, Aneſi/ins toan 
Emperor ofthat name would hauc written, That 
the breaſt of his clemencic was the ſhrine ofpub- 
licke happineſle , and that his height carried the 
place of that Lieucenancie, which God comman- 
ded to rule and gouerne vpon carth,it hehad held 
him a tenant of his. Crowne co:the See Apoſtos 
licke; and therefore with our yencrable countrey- 
man I muſt conclude, that the Maſter rule of our 
life , is Eccleſte primitine attus imitari,, T o imitate 
the examples of the Church Primartiue.- 

Bur if (notwithſtanding this obedience) they 
will enforce a manto raigne, that with his owne 
mouth doerh profeſſe the contrary , which is to 
ſerue; Let them call ro minde that obſervation 
of the wiſelt King that cucr was, That one of the 
chicfe inſtruments, Per que mouetur terra,hy which 
the carth is ſhaken , is Seryus cum regnaxerit. I 
know not what Pepe can pretend a better title to 
the prerogatiue of making Lawes and ſtatutes, 
then all or ſome of theſe which had their courle, 
and held that Chaire; and yet we finde not that 
all this while the caſe was put, (much lefſeruled) 
by ſuch Lawes or ſtatutes, as might cicher coun- 
tenance the Popes challenge , or excuſe his incru- 
fion, Bur why ſhould we.chns puſlell or affli&t 
our ſpirits in tugning oucr both the Teſtaments, 
in ranſacking the volumes of the Councels,or in 
ſounding the inggemarnt of the learned fathers a- 


: bout the names of thoſcholv nredeceffors which 


are onely recordedin-their Library? In fingling 
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ſonic of the principals-fro rhe body of the heard, 
and hearing tliem expreſſe their owne conceits 
in their owne wordes , tt may perhaps be found 
thattheir reputations in thts point haue bene fur- 
ther charged; then they can bee blemifhed5 bare 
wordes ate not to be recorded withour demons 
ſtrations of righr,of impreſsions of acknowledg- 
ment. Bur in the courſe of my owne reading 
(which were ſufficient tofind our a black ſwanne 
ifany-were, though nor ſowellable to refolue a 
doubt as many are) may protelt thar I could ne- 
uer ions vpon apreſident ofany Pope before Gre- 
goryrhe ſeuemh, that rooke notice of any ſtature, 
much. more. enatted* or approued any 'for the 
maintenance- of this: depofing' challenge*; 'al- 
though'in caſe there had bin ſuch, Tſhould hard- 
ly hauec preferred the praiſe of any finner that 
may {warue, before the precept of a Sauiour that 
derines doQtrinefrom Deitie. | 

The Ciuill Lawes decree, That $i princeps cams 
ſam inter partes andierit & ſemtentiam dixerit,eft lex 
in omnibus ſimilibus:; If aPrincehaue heard a cauſe 
among the parties and pronounced ſentence, in 
all like caſes x ſhall-ſtand for Law : much more 
in caſes of obedience andſufferance, which Rex 
regum , the King of all kings hath both heard and 
determined, For1fthe Schoolemen haue reſol- 
uedrracly and aduiſedly; that the Pope cannot re« 
mit ſinnes- without Sacramenrall miniſtration, 
nor alter formes effentiall, nor ad placitumrelcaſe 
VoWes: becauſethis abſolute prerogatiue, onely

Whether the Chaire of Gregory the ſeucnth 
brake or not (as one writer notes) atthe pro- 
nouncing of the ſentence, (becauſe the Pope orthe 
ſentence,or both Pope and ſentence were too hea» 
uy for a Chaire that had not bene (o farre preſſed 
or ſurcharged for the ſpace of athouſand yeeres) 
itis not my purpoſe at this preſent to diſpute: bur 
I am very ure, that the policic, the diſcipline, 
and order of the Church, receiued a great eracke, 
when the force of the ſpirit was perucrted and a- 
buſed to the ſatisfation of inordinate deſires, 
which mortificatioa ſhould racher ſuppreſle, 
then ambition execute, For Saint Bernard wri- 
reth with greatiudgement to Pope Eugenius ,that 
Epiſcopi &+ minittri Eccleſia cuns trattant politica, 
when Biſhops and paſtours of the Church enter- 
medle with Ciuill policie, (I mcane ſo farre as 
may pur Princes to their plundge) they inuade 
the limits , they diſturbe the funQhons, and thruſt 
their ſickleinto the harueſt of other amen. It none

T rithemius a graue and learned writer, liuing in 
the yere1005.which was about the time wherein 
the PopeWas put into this heat,affirmes, That this 
queſtion was then argued , but nor determined: 
and where ? not inter Epiſcopes, but inter Schola- 
ſlices: among the Schoolemen : whether it be- 
longed tothe Spiritual juriſdiction of the Pope, to! 
depoſe an Emperour from ſoueraigne dignity. 
The Church of Liege in like maner in the ſame 
quarrell, and ſoone after the ſametime, auow by 
letter to Pope Paſchale,that none of thoſe holy pre-

that is, as we forgitie the treſpaſſes,enioyneth his 
diſciples to forgine their enemies, and that not 
ſeuen times onely (which agrees well with the:

Out of Zuentyne I draw two reaſons of con- 

cluſion againſt the Iuriſdiftion of Pope Zacharie. 

The firſt, Thar being mooucd by the French 

Peeres as before, he takes his ground of anſwere 

from rhe reuolrof the ren Tribes (though as apt- 

ly as a man mightauow the ifing of Tack Cade a- 

gainſt his anoynred Soucraigne.) For, the fines 

of that vngodly race , the curſes that were pro- 

nounced againſt the Rebels themſeclues , and the 

cenſures of Gods Prophets euidently proue, that 

the fat was exorbitant, The ſame reaſon may 

be drawen from Zacheries owne paradoxe at the: 
Vu 3 {ame -- 
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ſame xcrurne, defending tharfincePrinetsholde 
their Crownes and goyernements of the peoples 
choiſc,in whom it reſteth abſolutely conſt:tmere et 
deſtitucre, to conſtiture and (deſert.., For though 
the doQrine be as dangerous as it is damnable, 
yet hereby it is euident, (for me) that the right of 
depolition ( being as-the Pope Himſelfe auowes, 
inueſtcd in the people) was notin himſelfe, and 
by conſequent, that he was a counſellor, but na 
commaunder: an alsiftavt, not a wdge:.and that 
he did only approue by admittance, not cnioyne 
by prerogatiue. 

I know that M.Garnet and the reſt will as vn- 
willingly admitthe indgement of. rhe Centwries in 
this circumſtance concerning Childericke, (as 0- 
ther would Barons of another fide)-further then 
the watrang of their, proote makes Way : which

But touchung the Popes procefic againſt Henry, 
the Chapter of the Chutch of Liege docth vnfai- 
nedly proteſt, thatin their exat petuſall obboth: 
Tcſtaments, they could findeno-preſedent huiufe 
modi precepts Apoſteljci of any fach Iniuntion or: 
vrittc Apoſtolike, A good canuon to make vs 
_ tender 
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tender in miſdecming of their reportes and tefti- 
monies which (lumg in therime of this diſtem- 
re voide ofpaſs10n;and qualified with modeſty, 
cing learned both in the Scriptures and the Ct- 
uilt Lawes', and regarding more the Peace and 
quiet of the Church, then the partialities or hu- 
mours' of cither ſide) affirmes ſoundly out of 
knowledge, and confidently vpon their credite; 
Thar this Gregorie the ſeucnth was the firſt Pope 
that depoſed any Prince by the warrant of S. Pe 
ters Keyes; or to vic their owne phraſe , "That 
cuerlifred vp the Prieſtly Launce againſt C#ſars 
Sword , not dreaming of afty formall proceſſe 
ſenrout by Pope Zacharieagainſt King Childerick, 

: The very circle of a Crowne Imperiall (ſo 
farreas atyſtate of foruine beneath the Moone 
can reach )'emplies a perperuitic ofmotion :for 
accotding to thar principle ofthe RY 
as it beginnes from all parts alrkc;'ſo in ſeif/a dejr- 
witand cnds abſottely in ic felfe withont'any o- 
therpoint or ſcope obietualto monevnto. That 
the Pope hath formcttmes ſer the Crowne Impe- 
rial vpbn © afa9 heady{ince the crowning of king 
Pepoms OvhervEdaketo bettie firſt) ought robe 
noteaſon of tits tofiti> Crownes from head to 
head like: TenniCballs,: for this were the way by 
ſignes to deſtroy ſubſtances, and to oppoſe for- 
malicieto'neceBitie; and occaſtor? to inſticurtont. 
The Mirropolitane bf eviety Ringdbinc, ray dde 
aſmach in forme N# confirende ins ſed implends 
tsfiriam; not conferring tight, bur EY 
- uſd. 
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juſt and right, as it is aptly ſaide by one of their 
owne partnets. For though the Pope relerue vato 
himſelfe this finall intereſt of crowning an cle- 
&ed Emperor ai Rome,and ſome flatterers would 
dcriuea kind of neceſsity for conſummation and 
eſtabliſhment from thence, yer many Emperours 
ofan clder date , and Charles the fifth in our time, 
hauc bene ready with their {words in their hands 
to prouc (notwithſtanding filial regard, andreue. 
rence to the mother Church ) that theſtroke'of 

ower is abſolute withour relatiue formalitie, 
i conclude this queſtion pomteny Childericke, 
withan Argument incuitable cither by inuention 
or ſophiſtric,not diſabling the witneſles, For Soto 
both a Fricr and a learned, Schooleman h6ldes, 
That extra cauſas fides ipſo Pontifices nunquam anſi 
ſunt Reges deponere : the Popes themſelues Jdurſt ne- 
uer depoſe any King Without the compaſle' of 
ſuch matrers as concerne faith, Burt Childericke 
was depoſed not for any poing'of faith ; bur-as 
Pope Gelaſius writes tro Anaſtaſine, becauſe he was 
of noyſc tothe Church; therefore it is norpoſsi- 
ble that Childericke ſhould be depoſed by: Rope Ze 
charie. What hew and. cric-hath bin made in 
former times, againſt ynciuill claytnes vatniſhed 
with religious pretcnces , nothing prooues more 
plainely chen the ſtrong oppoſition which was 
made at the holy Land to. Pelagine the Popes Le- 
gate, for ſccking tro draw in all partes cothe ſhatt

' by the Lyon to other beaſtes that hunred in his 


company: For it is true that at the firſt they won- 
dered,and after complayned,thatthe Miniſter of 
him , whoſe office was to ſtrengrhen by aduiſe, 
ſhould diſcourage by too much greedinefle, 

To that example which is giuen by Gregory the 
ſcuenth of Alexander the firſt, another ſuppoſed 
predecefſour , abſoluing Chriſtians from oathes, 
1; were idlenefle to ſhape any formall anſwere; 
ſince it hath neither likelihood in common ſence, 
nor ground of Antiquitie: For, in a thouſand 
yecres after Alexander the firſt, this kind of relea- 
ſing oaths was not hatched, much lefſe praCtiſed. 
Ic 18 not probable that a diſcreete Pope voyde of 
humors, ( as in thar firſt ſpring of pietie all were) 
would haue ſought to range a fairhlefle Princeto 
formall diſcipline, fince Pas! himfelfe refuſerh to 
tudgethoſe x ws were no ſheepe of the Folde, but 
foris, that is, without. - Andas vnprobableir is, 
that when the Biſhops of Rowe intended moſt rhe 
Winning of ſoules by obedienc2,they ſhould giue 
ſo great cauſe of diſtaſte to thoſe Princes, that by 
the ſtrength of their owne Lawes were moſt ab - 
ſolute in auchoritic. Ir may be that Alexander the 
firſt might comfort and ſecure the conſcience of 
ſome Chriſtians that were oner ſcrupulous and 
preciſe in obſeruing wicked and ynlawfull oaths, 
which arc ip/6 iuve nwlls, ( though the Popeſhould 
not diſpenſe) and therefore broken with a berter 
conſcience roward God , then kept. © But how 
proues that the breach of lawful oathes ro Prin- 
X x Ces 
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ces thatare rightly ſeared in their States, (though 
perhaps noteuer good) which the Church con- 
demnes, and no Law iuſtifies ? I holdirt moſt ab- 
ſurd, that rhe Church of Rome for greatneſſe, or 
the Church vaiuerſall for inſtruttion, would nor 
hauc kepr Record of ſuch a faQe, ifany ſuck had 
bin : bur itis not hard to prouc quialiber ex quoli- 
bet, where men may deuiſe ro coyne their owne 
poſitions without care cicher to anſwere for pre- 
ſumprion, or to account for ignorance, and then 
to gracethem with proteſtations of pictic, 

The caution Which $, Peter is ſaid to gine at 
the ordination of S. Clement, that no man ſhould 
bee fauoured or kindly entectained by the true 
profeſſors of Religion , g=—=_ Whom his ſucce(- 
ſors ſhould conceiue offence , may bee admitted 
Without preiudice to this point; if wee ſpeake of 
ſuch iuſt offences as Gods Lawes puniſheth. 
Thereare caſes wherein a man that doeth but in 
a word ſalute and giue a God-ſpeed to agricuous 
{inner, is ſaid Communicare operibss ipſius maligns: 
but this is not cuer, when S.C/ements ſucceſſours 
cenſure more out of paſsion, then out of reaſon, 
Chriſtian Princes were not ſo much as thought 
ypon When this courſe was ſet, 8 therefore farre 
out of Pope dlexanders ayme , that is made to 
wound a King ſtanding ſo farre off, with a head- 
lefſearrow. - Reaſon ſatisfies thus farre , that the 
Paſtors ofrhe Church (excluding vs out of the 
fold;)can bereaue vs onely of thoſe rhings which 
they giue ys at ourcomming in, that is,the king”

come, and goe out againe, without cither ſpca- 
king any word , or giuing other notice, then by 
fignes , which is nothing 1n effe& : their ende 
fthould rather giue cuidence, then make appea- 
rance, diſpute,then dally. Iris hard that the Pope 
ſhould flouriſh in this ſhamelefie maner , about 
the heades of. anoynted Maicſtic with a ruſty 
{\word, which ſince the time that $ Perer\Wwas com- 
manded to put 1t into the ſcabberd, was-neuer 
drawen ; nor by the rule of CurrsT ought to be; 
King Edgar 1n an cxcellent Oration, perſwa- 
ding the Saxon Biſhops that had the ſword of Pe- 
ter,to ioyne hands with him that had the ſword 
of ConFantine for che cleanſing of the Church, 
meant nothing lefſe, then,that it could bein a Bi- 
ſhops power againſt himſelfe, to make vſe of the 
materiall ſword,which was afsigned to his cuſto- 
dy. Hee tells. Danſtane in thelame ſpeech after- 
Xx 4 yard, 
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ward, That itwas he that commutred this truſt to 


the Biſhops care,that ſhould chaſtiſe oftendors in 
deed, But how ? Epiſcepali cenſura , & authoritate 


regia , by the Epiſcopall cenſure, andthe Kings - 
authoritie, Gregory the ſeueggh was not yer a» 


Wake, who putting rwo {words into one ſheath, 
catends naking more, then to driue Princes our 
ofthe field, with their owne weapons. | 
Buthowſocuer ſome weake Soucraignes, that 
receined their authoritie from God for terme of 
life, haue notwithſtanding bene contenrto hold 
icofthe Pope at will; this barres not others of a 
uicker ſpirit, to examine cuidence concerning 
the point of right before they ſuffer themſcluesro 
be.concluded 1n the Court of equitic, Subtefts 
thatare duetifull, and not apt to be tranſported 
from their Faith with cuery blaſt of ambitious 
ſpleene,cleaue faſt to the foundation which is the 
band of obedience, not voydable by ſtrong intru- 
ders, nor partiall interpreters. I confeſle that a 
odly Paſtor ought chiefly to prouidethat Chriſt 
umble Sheepe ſhould bee foulded in due ſea- 
ſon, and ſafely guarded from the perſecution of 
wolues : butthe ſheepe for their part alſo, ought 
ro beas cautious, that a wolfe be not the Belwea- 
ther : which hath happened as often in many 
Churches , as the Biſhops our of theic affeftions 
and wreakefull paſsions haue been Authors of a 
farre greater effuſion of blood , then Heretickes 
or Infidels out oftheir malignitic. Further,ifwe 
may gtuecredite to that ſtrange viſion which S0- 
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zowen'in his hiſtoric reports, There aroſe a queſti- 


onnotonelyamong Dofors vponearth, bur c- | 
yen among Saints in heauen , What courſe was 
beſt co be raken with1a/ianthe renegate,notwith- 
ſtanding his apoltacic,1in reſpett of place: and yer 
of both I preſume,that M.Gerxet held him aman 
of worſe condition and afte@ion rowards God 
and godly men then Henyy the fourth , whome 
withour the caſt gall of conſcience, or ſuppoſiti- 
on ofdoubt the Pope deprived thus vaworthily. 

: Touching the qualitie of this afflitedandtor- 
mented Emperor, and the true ſtate ofhis cauſe, 
which was the ground and motiue of the Popes 
ſharpe choler, Lneede not atthistime ſay much, 
when much cannot be ſayd for want of time, but 
will leauc him with his oppoſite to their finall tri- 
all by grande Turic at the dreadfull Barre, where 
the Bookes of all accounts and cuidences ſhall be 
layd open, and ſentence ſhall berather grounded 
ypon 1uſt deſerr,then partiall deſire: And where 
no man ſhalbe cicher charged our of the cnuic of 
Craſſus , or defended by the eloquence of Antony: 
I am not ignorant of tharwhich writers on both 
ſides (Imperiall and Pontificall, Gzelphes and G7- 
bellines ) haue ſet downe touching Pope and Em- 
peror, according to that humor which infe&ion' 
and diſtrattion of partes enuenomed their pens,” 
I know that a man mayerre eaſily , bending tov 
much out of partialitie orpreiudice to the byas of 
either ſide: And I wantthariuſt meaſure of diſ- 
cretion & diſtin ion which ſhould lenel grounds 
4 that 
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that are made vnequall and vneucn by diſtempe- 
red conceits : Burt wherhrer the Pope were vexed 
and diſquierted with Henrics challenge of inueſti- 
ture of Biſhops per baculum & annulum, and colla- 
tion of Church preferments as ſome thiake, 
(though many Kings,and ours eſpecially, haue 
had andeuer chalicaged the like prerogariue in 
their owne eſtates ) or withrhe inftigation of $4. 
gisfred the Archbiſhop of Mentz, ro withdraw 
ſubies oucrhaltily from therr ordinary reſort ro 
Rome , as others Write though this hath bene the 
caſc of ſome other Princes mlike ſort, that eſca- 
pedthunderclaps : or whether Henrzes mcane ac- 
count ofthe Popes admonitions,or his preparati- 
onto withſtand force with force, put the Pope into 
choler,as other Empcrors haue done oftentimes, 
both before and fince , with more caſfic penance 
for ſuppoſed pertinacie : Vhether all theſe or 
any one of theſe occaſions gaue fireto therraine, 
though T preſume not to: reſolue, yer I may bee 
bold to. concciue in my owne opinion thatthe 
medicine Was ouer ſharpe and violent for the 
malady. _ Trucit is , that the grudge of Gregory 
ro "this Emperour began firſt to feſter in his heart 
a.goud {pace before, in reſpe of the counte- 
nanceand ayd which Henry gaue to:Gibert biſhop 
of Parma , choſen Pope by the Cardinals on that 
fide of the Alpes, with oppelition vnto IHlexan- 
der whom Gregorythat was then but an Archdea- 

con,highly fauoured, 
But ſuppoſingall were true that ethercolour- 
ably 
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ably or juſtly hath bene ginenourin this cauſe for 
trueth, I deſire tolcarne of ſome grauedoQtour, 
whether theſe poore moriues were proportion- 
able to the Popes glowing indignation, which ſhut- 
ting his gate againſt the Emperour, ( Iwill nor 
ay vaciully , but vncharitably ,that came bare- 


. footein abirter froſt ro witneſle true. contrition 


of heare, for ſatisfation to wrath:) ſervpa Com- 


pun againſt him in Germany, While he was la-

uring by this painefull pilgrimage ro-Remwe, to 
worke a perfe&t reconcilement with che Pope 3 
and to- write to the parry oppoſite {leaſt rhey 
might ſhrinke vpon thoſe ſhewes of friendſhip 
bkely co enſue berweene the Emperourand him) 
that he would ſend him back, as he would vſerthe 
matter,calpebiliorem more culpable,and by conſe- 
quent,more ſubiet rotheir violent aduantages. 

. Nay which is worſt ofal,after peace and friend- 
ſkip, 8 abſolute forgiueneſle of offences fworne; 
and the Sacrament recciued by the-Emperour, 
(forthe better aſſarance of the league intended 
atthe Popes owne hand)to arme his ſonne againſt 
himinthefield, vnderthe prerence and maske of 
zealc, vi nowen Augniti ab hareſi vindicaret,that he 
mightredeeme thernitle of Avon fre the blot of 
herefie; For to this center allthe lines of the Popes 
diſguiſed exceprids may bedrawn,& in this gulfe 
they vaniſh : asif noman could embrace a ſound 
belicfe, vnleſſe he had a ſeruile heart : as if all that 
oppoſe againſt intruders were heretickes, as if it 
Were not lawful for the Emperour to ſer vp atra- 
uerſe 
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uerſe1n the Church, ſo long as he reſolued ro ex- 
clude che Pope from compernion to the Chaire of 
ſtate : oras if the ſuppolition of herefie at; large 
without conuiction of any point hereticall , a- 
gainſt che Canons of the Church by proofe, were 
acommon Gaole,whercin the Popes cuſtome is to 
lodge all Chriſtian Princes,that by contradiftion 
to partiall demands vpon iuſt grounds , are con- 
demned as his caſt-awayes, 

;  Laſtofall, I would know where the Pope lear- 
ned to-forgiue culpem; but not penam co a Prince 
that in the ende was more willing to ſolicite vni- 
on,then ro ranckle hate; Or where he learned to 
diſtinguiſh, berweene refticurion rd grace, and 
Maicitie;; by fulpendingrthar part of his fauout 
that might pur him into — of his owne 
lawkull incereſt. 1 finde by Sigibert the Abbot of 
Gemelack,that inhistime itwas holden hereſis non- 
dum in mundum ewerſa,; that rhe Chapleines of 
that powettfull God', that oftentimes makes hy- 
pocrites to reigne proprey peccata populi, ſhould caſt 
the rod into the hre, before that faults were cha- 
ſtiſed according to deſerts 3 or by their abſolute 
commaunds, . diſplace thoſe inſtruments , that 
as powerfull. executioners of heauenly Tudge- 
meat are todiſcharge the duetic which is layde 
ypon them, 

But howſogener Gregorze might in thoſe dogge 
dayes fcorch an Emperor. by the combuſtion of 
beames that ex diemetro were oppoſite, by the 
ſtrength of a partie rayſed by aduantage of the 

ttme, 
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time: yet by ſucceeding tokens I obſerue, that 
God was iuſt, though Popes wete humorous, For 
one of thoſe Arch-traytors whome the Pope cre- 
ted our of paſsion, and ſupported our of pride, 
was ſlaine afterward ar the winning ofa Towne; 
anotherinthe field, though' (as one writes ) not 
impenitent for his trecherie, The Pope himſelfe 
Worneas it ſeemes with vexation and ſtrife, liued 
not many yecres; and hauing left his point in 
this Prince, was neuer able to any great purpoſe 
to ſting afrerward; The mutinous and rebelli- 
ous Biſhops (that having oppreſſed and reſiſted 
by the Popes direCtion ) neuer held yp their heads 
after the fatall blowe which they recciued ar the 
Hmedes of Ment 8 Wormes, but were either laine 
by their owne ſheepe, or periſhed in the moun- 
taines by a moſt hard deſtinie. 

Watran Biſhop of Megburghe writing to a Gey« 
mane Counte, giues a very iuſt cauſe of this con-' 
eurrence in malignitie of ſharpe accidents : For 
ſince by reſiſting power ( faich the Biſhop) they 
reſiſted God: it was not polkible for theſucceſle 
tobebecter.. Platihereportes, that in the very in-" 
trim While the Popewas as yet aduifingand 'con- 
ſulttrig about the beſt conrle to betaken with this 
diſcontentred Prince, ſome wiler then the reſt, 
weteof theminde, Regem, nn ita citd anathemati-- 
ſaxdum, Thata Prince wasnot to beeaccurſed in 
ſuch poſte haſte... Bur oppoſitions wereidle, the 
Popes heart being wholly fetypon reuenge ,-and 
ſupporting his whole proceſſe with the Commiſ-

for I make as great difterence berweene inſtru-

be manifeſt that Gregory commandeth S, Peter and

Touching the charge of abſoluing Subicts 
from their oaths, which is the chiefeſt inſtrument 
by which the Canon Nos Sendcrum Workes . in 
ſccking to ſubuerr the Seats of Kings vponſuch 
grounds of quarrell and exceptions as may bee 
made, I will chiefly note, That Gregory docth in 
this caſe aſſume more to his dignitie by deputa- 
tion,then G op himſelfe doeth to his: Deitie by

with the Prophet. Though Go» were ſo iuftly 
mooued With diſpleaſure againſt man, as heſce- 
med to repenthis owne free grace in planting an 
ingratefull tocke io a barren ſoile ; Er precauens in 
futwrum,  tattw dolore cords intrinſecus, which in- 
ward wound might very farre prouoke the wrath 
ofa Creatour againſt his creature : yet inreſpe& 
of tis wordengaged , from the beginning of the 
world, That the bleſſed feed ofa woman (whom 
all gencrations call bleſfed) ſhould bruiſe the ſer- 
pents head ; which myſtery was ro be wroughe 
With efte&t in plenitudine temports : He would nor 
diſpenſe with his owne promiſe, bur ſuffered the 
purpoſe of free grace to bee.:caried vpon the 
wheeles of eternall prouidence, to the prefixed 
periode of his owne benignirtie. The grieuous 
finnes of the Prophet Daviaand of his oft-ſpring, 
rouoked Gods wrath iuſtly ro wipe both the 
Llodomes and the root, out of all grace and mer- 
cie : and yet inreſpe&t ofan aatheraken long be- 
forc, thar an heire of his line ſhould neuer want, 
ro keepe his Throne, it-pleaſed him for the ma- 
king good of his owne promite , ro remit his di 
pleaſure.

The greateſt hope of encouragement that 
Gods people could draw from the Prophet $4- 
muel , when they implored his afiſtance in di-

The'rule. of Gods owne direCtion is very

ſhall performe preciſely what was deliberately 
promiſed. Iris notvnknowen to any man of vn«

Itwasnot in che power of the Pricſt by the law

may giue a reaſonable anſwere, by reſtrayming 
that feate to ſuch a kinde of modeſty and render- 
nefſe,agdcing eucr apt to ſuſpett frailty 1n it ſelfe, 
ſhall offend lefſe' by fearching finne with too 
deepe, then roo ſhortan inſtrument; and by ſup- 
poſingout of the ſenſe of an humble ſpirit, that 
all men are more apt to flatter themſelues in rhe 
Wayes of their owne errors, then'z learned, diſ- 
Ereet and religious Tudge to cenſure without a 
inſt occaſion; | 

© Awiſe man that deſires to preſerne his health, 
receiuing pilles from the hand of his Phiſician, 
Who vnacrſtands the ſtate of his body out of 
knowledge , and experience, much better then 
himſelfe , preſumeth atrhe firſt impreſsion, rhat 
fome, humor may offend cither in» quantitte' or 
qualitie which deſernes corre&ion , rhongh hee 
know it hot : but after calling ro minde vpon ad- 
uiſed obſeruation , that his appetite is ordinary, 
bis temper perfe& , his digeſtion ſtrong, = - 
olc 
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choſe other circumſtances; Which-the learned in 
that faculrie regard, ſutable to a perfe@ conſtiru- 
tionand tate ot health,he beginnes ro apprehend 
(by oppoſing the. ſenſe of his awne parts to his 
doors, aime).that mca though graue and lear- 
ned otherwiſe,may erre cirher C miſtaking prin- 
ciples, or giuing too light care to falſe informari- 
ons,which are rightly termed the ſpeQacles of 
ecror,, For, G o.v doecth onely ſearch the hearts 
and reines , and: cherefore onely, knowes truely 
With "what ignorance'or skill the plaiſter is Pp: 
plicd to the part cicher feſtercd in deed, or for 
Want of a ſound iudgement (in thoſe that take 
vpon themas his Vicegerents to deſcernc)ſodee- 
med of, Gov hath prononnced in his word; 
That ſpiritus hominis tantummodo,the ſpirit of man 
onely knowes thoſe things which arc in man, 
and the Spirit of.G o Þ alone thoſe things which 
belong to Goo Þ :, andtherefore de ocrulty wel ae 
male intelleflis, that ſpirit which onely breathes in 
the Noſtrels of mortall men, can neither diſcerne 
noriudgeinfallibly. But ifany man obic&, that 
Popes proceeding againſt Princes , arme them- 
{clues with ſufficicacie of proofc., before they 
come to reſoluc to the detendants preiudice : I 
anſwere , That preſumptions too farre carniedia 
the ſcope of palſsion, hauc cauſed many Popes to 
crre againſt Emperours in the ate of procelle, 
Andleaſt we. ſtray too farre in ſeeking anexam- 
ple, cuen this Gregorie the ſeucath condemned 
Henry, Canſa inaudita, before the cauſe was heard, 

: as 
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as ſome Vraters of chat age teſtifie. That rule of 
equitic which warrants orderly appcales from 
uy Tudges ill enformed , to Tudges grounding ſen- 
TX rence vpon proofe aboue exception , in matrers 
of lefle weight then this , hath beene currant in 
all policies and times : For,, Lex iſto now eff po- 
fits. And howſocuer for the maintenance of or- 
of der,outward formes arc to be kept with modera- 

tion and reuerence 3 yet to the ſoule of man, the 
conſcience ſtandes for a thouſand witneſſes, and 


- isin very deede the trueſt rouch.. And therefore 
Dr for my owne part I ſhall neuer taxe that Patient, 


re that pruuily,and without diſgrace to the Door, 
* throwes = pilles out ofthe window Which are 
] ſent, if from certainc and vadoubred knowledge 
of his owne inward ſtate, he be ſure,thar for : - 
reparation of health, or for the cure of a ſuppoſed 
lickneſſe, his body hath no neede of them. 

I ſtande the longer vpon fatiſtaRtion to this 
place of Gregorie, becauſe it is oppoſedin defence 
ofall erring Iudges, to the ſnaring (or at the leaſt 
tothe frighting ) of thoſe ſoules that are often- 
times moſt timorous, becauſe they are moſt inno- 
cent, But in the meane rime,nore that this godly 
Fatherreleaſed no Subic@ of his oath in point of 
duecie: He accurſed no Prince in the Chaire of 
Royaltic : He confounded no, State 7 extent of 
Primacie:but knew very well how eaſily a I udge 
may.crre by ſtrong imagination, with Gad in the 
booke of Indges, miſtaking capits hominum , pro 
wvmbris montium , the heads of men , for the ſha- 
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dowes of hittes', ec bo&errore deripi,, and by thi 
error be dthied and fafeled;. © © Ws 

The Chiprer of Liege vtrerly reieQting thisres 
leaſe of oathes and foakie, mighr bemoued with 
many grounds, 'Firſt, becaufe'rhe breach ofa 
tawtulFozch"'( as harh'bin iuſtifie@ before), falls 
into the eompaiſe vf'a morrall fine: Againe 
becaufe many of their predeceſſors were depar- 
red ro God. in'peace of conſcience, thar rill the 
laft potat of ke obferyed therr oath 5 whoſe ex- 
ample they. hadqſmaltteaſon to vader-yalue, Fur. 
thermore, they alledged , and not Withour iuſt 
cauſe, that ſuppoſing this Emperorasimpious as 
rhe ſentence did import': yertir became'them no 
more then Zeadechias, (ill, the fire of correQtion 
hadeaten ont the ruſt of ſinne)towithdraw'their 
neckes preſumpruouſly from the' yoke of Neby- 
chidn;F3ar,” T conclude this point with a firex- 
ample of the wiſedome of-onr Kings informer 
times,drawer out of the Cabinet ofmoſt ancient 
Records : Fornothing could giue them ſatiffatti- 
on touching the Loyaltic and fidelitic of their 
owne Prelates,tillchey hadinſerted into the oath 
of homagethefe wo wh Inverbo weritati; (Which 
bindes conſcience) in place of former wordes of 
an clder date, Sa/nooraine, which left Church- 
men in cffe& to their owne libertie; For iris free, 
ſatth an old Romane Catholicke | fohannes de Park- 
{45,forany lawful Prince ro repell the violence of 
the Spirituall {word , by the beſt meanes he can, 
finding that it eendeth to the diſturbance of the 
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ue, cung incumbit Regg.,. the care 
whereof, belangerh to the King ;. arelshe ſhould 
beare the {word idlely, + 

But now. to make the beſt yſc thatthe fitneſle 
of this occaſion offers ypon the worſt mative 
that cuex was;heard of among men, betoxe this 
accident;and ro make all men ſce that haue either 
eyes of vnderſtanding in their heads, or the feare 
of Gods Iudgements in their hearts , how rafhly 
out lace yndertakers (rg ſteerePerers ſhip, jn.our, 
narrow ſeas, M. Garnet being one of the chicfe 
Pilors ) haugrun her vpon the rocke of Rebelli- 
on, neicher looking to the Carde of Conſcience, 
nor regarding the Compalle of Faith ; I'defire 
that certaine obſeryatians may be. kept. inmemo- 
ric, as certaine Monuments of Gods powerfull 
workes were in 1/rael, tanguam ſigna pradicentia, 
that is , forewarning ſignes and Cautions for ab- 
ſtinence,to giddie A es fururemumes: 
Which otherwiſe vpon the mouyes of like miſ- 
chicfe may bee metamorphoſed into figures of 
like inhumanity; for an Angel ſaid to Tobzr, Thar 
to, publiſh and reucale. rhe workes of Go D, is 
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.. Ikoow that range chings happep oftentimes 
by accident, ( ſo farreas the vveakeneſle of our 
ſenſe15 able ro apprehend ) rhough .crueth aſſure 
vs, that vyichout the prouidenceof Godnopar- 
rovyy lights. ypon the ground:; And Pericles1ultly 
maketh fortuneto bee nothing els bur Fere cauſe 
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rruecaufes of all rhings ? Bur yer vvhere a vvilde 
boate by rooting in the'ground doerh not acci- 
dentally expres one A, but addes ro that ſo many 
lettersin due courſe as preſents this whole vvord 
Agamemmon to thereaders eye; where a man doth 
notcaſt three quarters ypon three dice , but three 
thouſand quaters vpon three thouſand: 8& where 
order yvhich proceeds from reaſon and eleQion 
1s keptin coherent formes, chance hathno ſtroak 
of predominance by the right grounds of Philo- 
ſophie. Wherforeno man can tel yyhether ſome 
of thoſe confederates aliue ( becauſe I dare not 
fay that there are none) looking backe as it yyere 
from the ſhore vpon the rockes and quickſandes 
vvhich they eſcaped inthis ſtorme (calling to ac- 
compt the bad ſucceſſenot of one or rvvo, bur of 
all theirmany counſels, labors and cuents in this 
luckles aftion, keeping in mind that obſeruation 
among the Garner where al ſimples worke 
againſt rheir kinde or prapertie the cure is deſpe- 
rate, ) finding our Hiersſalem to bee built as a Ci- 
tic, Cuins participatio in idipſum ; marking that our 
gracious, our inſt, and beſt deſeruing King (fup- 
ported by Gods Angels, yvhich arc Spiritus admr- 
niſtratery in mimiſterium miſ{ propter eos qui capiunt 
h ereditatems ſalpts,) doth dyvell in Adiutorio Altiſ- 
fani; andthativis in vaine to vvorke vpon a Mo- 
narchie, Cui cor eft vnum & anima vne, vvhoſe 
heart and fouls ih the point of obedience is one, 
andthe ſame:wilreturneto the reſolution vvher- 
in they ſtand ingiped by thelavves of God; and 
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of thetrovve natiue ſoyle :giue caretothe voice 
of their oyvn ſhephcard,and acknovviedge hum- 
bly vvith 7acob, x 508 Dominus erat in loco iſto, & ipfo 
neſciebant : God vvith the mightic proteCtion of 
his povverfull hand vvas in this place although 

they knevv it nor. 
Firſt therefore I obſerue, that vvhen you Ma- 
ſer Gernet , and your practiſing diſciples layd a 
packe together for aproict of inuaſton , againſt 
the late Queene,and in herlater dates vvith hope 
ro wy out a fluſh of princes with a prime of Iacks, 
vvhich vvil never ſtand in this ſtare(I rruſt)vvith 
our right game of primws exo: God tooke avvay 
this Ladic in her ripe and mellovveyeceres, yvhen 
her head vvas vvhute vvith the bloſſomes of the 
Almon tree, as he did 1oſias , Ne videret mala que 
exenturaerant : leaſt, ſhe ſhould ſee che miſchiefe 
vvhich vvas likely to enſue agd had folovved vn- 
doubredly, (as men vvere reſtrained from the cer- 
raineknovvledge of the only righttull Succeſlor) 
if .che bonus Genius of ourdeare Soueraigne had 
not through the preparatibn of ordinary means, 
and inſtrumeors by ſupercal grace eſtabliſhed this 
Rare in. the full fruition of their long laſting ſe- 
curitie. | L 
The Buls which by the praiſe of you. & your 
Catilinerthe linely ima your heart, ſhould{(by 
lowd lovying) zac catiedall-his calues together 
vvith a-preparation to. bandeagainſt-our Souc- 
ionic, at the firſt break of day,and to-haue crop- 
ſped thoſe feveet oliue buds, thavenuyran' the re- 
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albfeare,did: more gqod then hurtas ithapened; 
- calling iti archird Bull, vybich'vvas-Bul the 
Hangman, to makea ſpeedy riddance & diſpatch 
of this forlorne fellpvyſhip. 
' Irvthertime of Hepypthe fixr , Humfrey Dukoof 
Glouſter, finding certaine Buls that. came'from 
Rame'to bee very preiudiciall tothe Kings eſtate, 
yvirhourt asking'lcauc of any man , caſt them 
roungly into a bonefier;The late Queene ofhap- 
py memory*ceatertaining the Bull which Felron 
{ervpon the Biſhop. of Londons gate, with the 
ſame or preater diſtaſte , becauſe rhe drift was 
co-cmbaſc-her ule and tranſport her Crowne, 
gauett as quicke diſpatch by like deſtiny-: And 
'MaſterGarnet thought his Buls as worthic'to be 
ſacrificedin a quick fire as any of the reſt, for their 
1dlenefle aftia weakenefſle in. cfteAing what was 
wiſhed, and expetted by the friends that innited 
them. "Theſe Buls maſter Garnet werc Cornapere : 
you were warned by 'the ſtate to ſhutthem'vp,in 
reſpett of the miſchiefe thatthey meant: youre- 
.garded not the prohibitions of Lawe, but gaue 
themſcope of grazingin certain grounds, where 
hmbiaatocir indereſaoncateviGBlecT f this 
bedenycd , Catesby your apt Scholer and choife 
:#riendſhaltcharge yaur conſcience , who drewe 
\fromthedire&ion-of theſe Buls chat ſhrewd ar- 
; frment 7 Thar ibie\were Lawtull cotrepea right 
-heire fromuskingdome,an refpett of coaſcience 
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the holy Ghoſt ordaynes* that" Bos [apidibus obrue- 
thr fi occidetnr dominus : though weTeauc all tothe 
laws ordinance, atd his Mateſtiesgood pleaſure; 
But whatſocuer happens in the proteſſe ; I muſt 
confeſle cliat Bulles hauelittle reaſonto require a 
Mittimus into theſe partes, ſince neirher their ac- 
celſe18 acceptable, not their ſucedſe/fortunate, 
The point whereat I wonder moſt, (in teuolnin 
eheſc ſtrange cuents) is, Thar rhe Bulles which 
\yere conſumed into aſhes at] hite Vebbes,ſhould 
Ve bronght foorth this day to'bec bayrcd ar the 
Guilahall, 

Ar the Kings firſt entrance into "this ſiappy 
State, withas great ſecutirieandeale, as ifhe had 
remouedafteran-6rdinaty faſkionfrom London 
ro Greenewich,and from GreenewWich'to Hairp- 
ron'Court, the moſt expedientdeuiſe forthe di- 
ſturbance of the general applauſe (whichencer- 
tained noſtrums Salomonem patificum with a kind of 
ioy andchecrefulnesynſpeakeable;) as was con 
ceiued by the brotherhood ; was ro. awake rhe 

urpoſe of Inuaſien,rhat fer ini forrame parres, 
by a (er meflenger employed. Bur thoughYenuw 
had commetided this petition by letter of requeſt 
to Mars, it Woiild nothaue bin heard; God ha- 
ning then prepared and gap Venue: of 
Princes on both fides toſuch'a-Peace; as:could 
admit neither ſecret operation,nor open execati- 
Sr of hypocrifie, This wasaotby thomethode 
of Dinine proceſle,e/igere infirma vt confundat fore 
'ti4 ; Bytthis was rather by the ſpirit of Achzrophels 
ſuggeſtion, - 


The Procetdings againſt 
ſuggcſtion , «but: fortibus vt confunderentar onenia. 
Burthankes beto Go», the Lionis aliue, out of 
whoſe mouth you muſt haue drawen your drop- 

ing hony combe, before your riddle could haue 
had: cithec the grace or the ſucceſle which you 
deſire among our conſpiring Philiftjnes: So that 
we only finde your fixed truſt in cumult and vex- 
ation, ( as the Prophet ſpeakes , ) in ſtead of that 
hope and ſilence which ſhould hauc been your 
ſhor-ancor. 

Your ende was by poſſeſsing Princes with the 
motines of your malice to ſtirre compaſsion; be- 
cauſe ithappens often that exhalations dawne vp 
to the heigheſt Region by the beames of the Sun 
arc No, 65 Wat and ſent backe againe with a 
fiery effet: Burt multi committunt eadem diuerſo cri- 
min fate. A great Philoſopher obſerucs to the 
fame effe& , that Proſperum ſcelus virtue vocatur : 
Andtunably to this conſort another, that though 
the fat and entent were one in both , yer Ile cru- 
cem ſcelers pretium tulit hic diadema.But in this caſe 
by the goodneſle of God it fell our quite contra- 
ry; for the princes being as weary of warre,as you 
were of peace, deficingaſmuch to ſpare blood,as 
you to let it outzand regarding more the grounds 
of ther owhe diſcretion,then the ſtormes of your 
paſ1on, ſent away your ſecond Mercerie witha 
fic in his care, andinſtcade of procuring treaſure 
and ſupplies,were content tolearne(bythe (co 
of this employment, ) that ſome profeſſors oft 
Catholike religion , had other veines wherein to 
excerciſe 
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exerciſe their inuentionsand meditations beſide 
the repetition of the Roſarie , Which without ſo 
manifeſt a proofe , perhaps they would either 
not atall, or not ſo eaſily haue credited, 

The conſpirators could nordeuiſc amore like- 
ly motiue of attraftion whereby to draiy Male- 
contents and boutefeaux into the miſchicte which 
their malice did intend, then by whiſpering into 
the cares of ignorant and ill aduiſed Catholicks, 
that his Maicſtic had violated a former promiſe 
made to ſome of them before, of toleration in 
point of conſcience: For cares that itch after lighr 
reports , & minds that enterprer comon feares in 
that ſenſe which tendes to their priuate harme 
and preiudice, (conuerting for the moſt partto 
rancke poyſon Wharſocuer is prepared by the 
beſt affetions to kindlenurriment) rake hold of 
the firſt ouerture, Bur for prevention of this pe- 
rill,G o » ſo wrought, by diſpoſing times and ac- 
cidents to beſt effeQs, as before the poyſon could 
pierce to the ſecret of mens thoughts, !/atſox the 
Prieſt had confeſſed to my (elfe ( ſent from his 
Maicſtieto the gaole atWincheiter.torthe finding 
out of the firſt Author of this lewd report ) not 
paſt one day or two before his death, (arwhich 
time no man is preſumed by the Ciuill Lawes to 
lye, ) that hee ncuer could receine any ſparke of 
comfort touching caſe of conſcience to Catho- 
lickes from his Maieſtie, how vniuſtly ſocuer che 
world had made him Author of that ſcandale 
though withall he added how vawalling he had 
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bene to veter the Kings anſ{were to the Catho. 


licks at his returne in his owne Wordes , and wirh 
thoſe incurable obſtruftions, (which appearcd by 
the maner, ) for fearelcaſt ouergreat diſcourage- 
ment mightmake them deſperate, anddriue them 
to ſecke other helps, as ſome did, which this aQti- 
on inakes cuident, 

Belides,thercarc in England ſome Recuſants at 
this day, that for a nced both could and would a- 
uoWw the like report of Percy aftet his rerurnes out 
of Scotland, both before and. after the Queenes 
death 3 adwiſing no man: to, depend vpon the 
leaſt conceit or apprehenſion of hope fro thence, 
but-make the beſt ſhift they could dcuile for 
them(ſclucs : for in the point of conſcience hce 
found the Kings intentand finall- parpoſeto bee 
peremptory. By this plaine dealtag many were 
depriued of their beſt aduantage of improuing 
this ſhrewd-circumftance, both as a colour of ex+ 
ccptionzanda maske of conſpiracy, 

The praQtife was begun with Auricular cone 
felgion, as theſateſt locketo which mon durſt ad- 
uenture. to commir a- ſecret ofthis weight : for 
who could hope to-draw that fton a Confitent 
ora Confeſfourin reſpe of ſafety, (befides cen- 
ſures ofthe Church,) the perill reac ning and ex- 
tending to the loſſe of life? But by the ſtreames of 
Tordane running backwards to-thedrowning of 
the worſt diſpoſed part , it came' to paſſetharby 
the words which paſſed beriyecne Greenewell and 
BatesfCatesbyes ſeruant) in confelsion one 
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hotror of his conſcience'againſt fo foule a a, 
thofe circumſtances kappty' felt out, Which be- 
ing brought to(lighr, made a faire-inmrroduftion 
tntothat full diſeouery which the Lords labou- 
red, -Ir-may be thought that Go » himſelfeab- 
horring the falſhoo of aPtieſt,' (that vader” the 
colour of the keyes, abuſing both his perſon and. 
his power, is not aſhamed to contriue Cqaſpira- 
cies ſo much more perillous & p_e , as they 
oly ſhew,) hath 
fet a marke-of his owne' Wrath both vpon the 
Marter and the'Miniſter. For the patients are of- 
rentimes beguiled in wdging by taſte the yours 
of the ſimples, and ingredients which they re- 
cciue, decepto ſenſu cum indicio , the widgement of 
the ſenſes being firſt decetued, et corrapti organs, 
Ic is cleare , that forthe ſecreting and concea- 
ling of this purpoſe ( rill by progreſsion it mighe 
be ripencd for the deſired end) the feale of the (a- 
crament of Vnion was ſerte to this contra of 
blood, as if G o Þ would bee puria eraſt with the 
keeping of theſe prophane bands and obligations 
of conſcience, againſt the rule and Canon of his 
owne Written Law, que verſatar tantimodo in bo» 
ne fidei Indicys, Bur we tharknow what deſperate 
effe&tes vnworthy cating of the Sacrament, and 
the preſumption of bearing the ſtandard of our 
Sawour in open fielde againſt himſelfe , haue 
wrought in mindes polluted with impreſsions of 
finnes, that are voluntary and premeditate , will 
not greatly wonder at the badde ſucteſſe of this. 
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coniun&tion, calling tpamind that the firſt worke 
of 14d after the recehaiag of the ſoppe , Was to 
betray his Maſter,andthe nextto hang himſelte; 
andin ſuch amaner, vtcreparct medius C& effunde- 
rentus ein viſcera thathe brake inthe middle,and

confeſs10ns ), muta concrdernnt vulneribus , haue 
bin wounded to-death one by another, 

The courſe of Miniag into the ſtrong wall of 
che Parliament, was in very deede morelabori- 
ousand flowe, but yet more ſureand-ſecrer then 
the latter by the Vault:, in caſe the Pioners had 
proceeded reſolutely according to theplor of the 
firſt deuiſe ; forpreuention of which almoſt in- 
euitableflroke, the Cellar was ſet-open euen-in 
the yeryheate af their endeuour,as it were by the 
handie worke of God himſelf; and not onely (er 
open, but: almoſt miraculouſly. puryinto their 
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hands by a faithfull ſeruant of the Kings, whoſe 
ordinary caution could ot polibly haue bin ſo 
farre ouerſhor , without an inward working and 


. contrining fauour from aboue, which evoke hold 


of the teere of ſinners in thax very ſnarethar they 
bad prepared and fet for thoſe that were moſt in+ 
nocent.' They flattered their owne conceirs ſo 
idlely ( bur yer ſo farre with the facilitic of wor- 
king vpon this vnexpeRed ouerture, ) as if it had 
bin the will of Go », that tothem as to lacob hun- 
ting for his pray, occurreret quod volebant : Bur on 
the other ſide we may obſcrue with ioy and com- 
fort, That thovgh they watched cagerly with 
Eſau for thoſe daycs gf mourning, wherein the 
death of Iſaak might prepare a way fortheirmoſt 
bloody and moſt violene reuenge , like Rats be- 
rweene the hanging and the wall ſao perierunt iu- 
dicio, rhey were firſt berrayed, andafterward pe- 
riſhed by their owne diſcouery, 

Ther ſplene was cuen Sexire #2 Saxa, bent a- 
gainſt the walls & houſe of Parliament, as anin- 
ſtrumetal cauſe for producing many ſharp lawes, 
for the ſpace of more then fortie yeres againſtrhe 
religion , which therr owne diſguiſed afteftions 
did eagerly embrace , with a purpoſe to connerr 
Hieruſalem in aceruym lapidi into a heap of ſtones, 
Thus Polymneſtor ſtriken blinde ( out of rage a- 
gainſt Heeubs) ſought to murther allthe women 
hecould meet . Thus Fulata by thruſting needles 
mo rhe tongue: of Cicers (after'hee was dead ) 


ſoughr reaenge of his. ſharpe 1nueftues agajnſt 
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Anthonie : And thus Anthonie himſelfe-warred a. 
paint the walles of the Senere houſe at Rome after 
Ceſars death : butyer the place is as it was , the 
benches ſtand as they did , and they that fate on 
them hauc the ſame affeHtons which before they 
had : inforced perhaps by this Jate more then Ne- 
rorias attempt of endangeting both their ſoules & 
bodies ar one blaſt , (for want of time to call for 
gracc) to ſtrike a deeper wound thenany of their 
Anccſtors had done before into the cauſe which 
the {cope and drift of theſe vndertakers preten- 
ded by their inuentions to reftifie, The Romane 
South-ſaiers had reaſon to divine , that whe Buls, 
bandogs and aſles, ( which are beaſts created for 
obedienceand vic ) grewmad vpon a ſuddaine, 
and withour a certain cauſe, Be/lum ſeruile immine- 
bat : and of this compoſition was the late packe 
. of Rebels, that with the ſame barbarous inhu- 
manitie which was well obſeruedat the ruyne of 
Saguntum, nihil reliqus fecerunt v1 non ipſis elements 
feret iniuria:leftnothing vndone fortheir parts to 
wrong the very clements.T grantthat they might 
learne their art of building -muddic wals of the 
{\wallowe, vvhich arc but Sommer birdes : and 
heir skill in weauing cobbe-webbes of the ſpin- 
gers, whom Minerwa hated : chiefcly , Becauſe 
their workes-were more laborious then durable, 
and moſt commonly ſwept away before they 
come to finiſhing. Bur this trick of fubuerting and 
demoliſhing, they could not learne better then of 
the Montaniſts, ©ui non laborabant (as Tertullian re-
